(2) For the purpose of this Rule, "press" means news gathering media or 
general news and not any trade or association.

Rule 2. The Speaker shall take the chair every day at the hour fixed on the 
preceding adjournment.

Rule 28. When a vote has been announced by the Speaker - except on the 
previous question, or on a motion to lay on the table, or to take from the table - it 
shall be in order for any member who voted with the prevailing side to move for a 
reconsideration thereof;; Pprovided, that the motion is made on the same day, or 
by filing a written motion with the Clerk within one hour afler reading the 
Fjournal on the succeeding day.

JOINT RULES 
OF THE TWO HOUSES OF THE LEGISLATURE OF 
ALABAMA 
1991 


1. Messages from one house to the other shall take precedence over all other 
questions. 
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2. When House or Senate bills are signed by the presiding officer of the 
House or Senate, the Clerk or Secretary, as the case may be, shall notify the other 
house and request the signature of the presiding officer to the same, and as soon 
as the message is read, the presiding officer shall immediately sign the bills in the 
presence of the House or Senate, as prescribed by the Constitution. 


3. No local or special bill shall be introduced into either house unless the 
member who introduces it discloses at the time the fact that the notice required by 
the Constitution and laws has been given, and submits one copy of the notice and 
proof thereof attached to the bill. 


4. No bill amending a section or part of the Code by reference to the section 
or other subdivision of the Code shall be introduced into either house unless the 
title thereof contains a brief statement of the general subject, independent of 
references to the Code section, to which such section or subsection relates. 


5. The Secretary or the Clerk, as the case may be, shall, when a bill is duly 
enrolled and signed by the presiding officers of both houses, deliver the bill to the 
Governor noting thereon the day and hour and minute of delivery, and he shall 
make a written report to the house where the bill originated showing the number 
of the bill and time of delivery, which shalt be spread upon the Journal. 


6. All official printed legislative documents placed in the custody of the 
Clerk of the House and the Secretary of the Senate shall be assigned a number by 
the Secretary or the Clerk and the number, year and the session shall clearly 
appear on the title page of the document. 


7. The printer shall print fifty copies of each legislative document for the use 
of the Department of Archives and History, unless otherwise ordered by the Direc- 
tor. 


8. The privileges of the floor of both houses are accorded the Directors and 
employees of the Department of Archives and History and the Legislative 
Reference Service and the Legislative Fiscal Officer and employees of the 
Legislative Fiscal Office and the Director of the Alabama Law Institute in aid of 
the reference work required by law to be done for members of the Legislature. 


9. The presiding officer of the Senate shall preside when the two Houses 
meet in joint sessions. 


10. During the period between the end of a regular session and the 
convening of the next regular session, except for the period between the end of the 
last regular session in the quadrennium and the general election, members may 
deliver bills to the Clerk or Secretary. This shall be known as "prefiling." Such 
bills shall be numbered by the Clerk or Secretary in the order of receipt and 
otherwise processed for introduction when the regular session has been convened. 
Pre-filed bills shall be assigned by the presiding officer to a standing committee 
for study and shall be formally referred to the same committee upon 
commencement of the regular session. 


11. Resolutions of sympathy, commendation or congratulations shall be by 
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House resolution or by Senate resoiution and shall be filed with the Secretary of 
the Senate or the Clerk of the House who shall cause the respective journals to 
reflect that such resolution was filed by inserting the title thereof in’ their 
respective journals; the Secretary or the Clerk, respectively, shall) prepare 
appropriate copies for distribution; provided, however, by suspension of the rules 
such resolutions shall be made a part of the journals. 


12. (a) No bill amending an existing statute shall be accepted for introduc- 
tion in the Legistature unless: 


(1) the language to be deleted is stricken through (example: stricken through 
and (2) the language to be inserted is underscored (example: underscored). 


(b) All amendments to bills shall refer to the line or lines to be amended by 
number and shall strike out the language to be deleted and underline the new 
language. 


(c) No bill shall be accepted by the Secretary or Clerk for introduction 
unless it is a legible copy and is typed on 8 1/2" by 14" paper with numbered, 
double-spaced lines. 


(d) The provisions of this rule shall not apply to local bills; however, 
effective in January 1984, drafts of all local legislation bills which are for 
introduction at any Session of the Legislature, and which are not prepared by the 
Legislative Reference Service, must be presented to the Legislative Reference 
Service for review of proper form and for entry into the Legislative Data Bank at 
least ten (10) days prior to introduction. 


(e) No resolution, as provided for in Section C of Section 1 of Act No. 81-889 
may be introduced until the bill described in the resolution appears on the regular 
calendar of the house in which the resolution is offered. 


Further provided that such resolution shall have been prepared by the 
Legislative Reference Service or the office of the Clerk of the House or the Secre- 
tary of the Senate. 


13. All bills, except local bills, introduced in the House and Senate shall 
have printed at the top of the bill a brief synopsis of the contents. 


14. All members of the House and Senate, the press corps, employees of the 
two houses and any guests or visitors on the floors of the State House used by the 
Legislative Branch, are prohibited from carrying a firearm or any other thing that 
might be construed to be a lethal weapon. This rule will not apply to employees of 
the two houses who are security officers nor to members of the State Troupers 
who are in their official capacities. 


RULES RELATING TO COMMITTEES 


15. A Committee on Conference to reconcile the difference on pending 
legislation between the two houses of the Alabama Legislature shall consist of six 
members, three of whom shall be members of the House, appointed by the 
Speaker thereof, and three from the Senate to be appointed by the President of the 
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Senate. The Committee on Conference shall not report unless there be an 
affirmative vote of at least four members which must consist of at least two votes 
by the conferees from each house. The report of the Committee on Conference 
shall be attached to the pending legislation and returned to the house of origin for 
such action as that house may deem appropriate. The house of origin may take 
one of the following courses of action: 


a. They may concur in the Committee on Conference report and, in the 
event of this action, the bill and the Conference Committee report shall be sent to 
the other house for action. 


b. The house of origin may reject the Conference Committee report, in 
which case the pending legislation is automatically void. 


c. The house of origin may reject the report of the Committee on Conference 
and request that a new committee be appointed by the respective presiding 
officers. 


In the event the house of origin adopts the Committee on Conference report, 
the pending legislation together with the report of the Committee on Conference, 
shal! be submitted to the other house for action in the same manner as in the 
house of origin. 


In the event the minority wishes to submit a report, the house of origin shalt 
first consider the majority report, after which it may then consider accepting the 
minority report. 


In the event of a majority report rejection, the minority report may be 
considered and, if concurred in by the house of origin, the same shall be presented 
to the other house for action by that house.

17. Drafts of all redistricting plans which are for introduction at any session 
of the Legislature, and which are not prepared by the Reapportionment Office, 
must _ be presented to the Reapportionment Office for review of proper form and 


for entry into the Legislative Data Bank at least ten (10) days prior to 
introduction. 


RULES RELATING TO LOBBYING 


4618. Those Required to Register. All persons, except members of the 
Alabama Legislature, who seek to encourage the passage, defeat or modification 
of any legislation in either House of the Legislature or before its committees shall, 
before engaging in such activities, register with the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House, respectively. Every registrant, in accordance herewith, 
shall also be required to state the extent of any direct business association or 
partnership with any current member of the Legislature. This rule includes all 
persons representing any segment of municipal, county, state or federal 
government, or municipal, county, state, or federal government employees, and 
employees of newspapers, magazines, or journals, that are compensated by any 
person, firm, corporations, or associations other than the news media by which 
they are employed. 


4719. Method of Registration. Each calendar year every such person shall 
register on forms prepared by the Secretary and Clerk, respectively, and shalt 
State his name and business address, the name and business address of his 
principal or principals, the general and specific areas of his legislative interest, 
and the duration of his agency. 


No registered lobbyist shall be permitted upon the floor of either house while 
it is in session, except as otherwise provided. 


4820. Registration Exception. Any person who, on an isolated basis and 
without intent to continue beyond a single day during a session of the Alabama 
Legislature, merely appears before a committee or committees in his individual 
capacity, or on behalf of a corporation, partnership or other business entity, with 
which such person is regularly associated as an employee, officer or partner 
without receiving additional salary or compensation, other than reasonable and 
ordinary travel expense, to express support or opposition to any legislation, and 
who shall so declare to the members of any committee, or to the committee as a 
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whole, with whom he discusses any proposed legislation, shall not be required to 
register as a lobbyist. 


4921. Obligations of Lobbyist. A lobbyist shall supply facts, information, 
and opinions of principals to legislators from the point of view from which he 
openly declares. A lobbyist shall not offer or propose anything to improperly 
influence the official act, decision, or vote of a legislator. 


A lobbyist, by personal example and admonition to colleagues, shall uphold 
the honor of the legislative process by the integrity of his relationship with 
legislators. 


A lobbyist shall not knowingly and willfully falsify a material fact or make 
any false, fictitious, or fraudulent statement or representation or make or use any 
writing or document knowing the same contains any false, fictitious, or fraudulent 
statements or entry. 


2022. Rules Committee Advisory Opinions. A Lobbyist, when in doubt about 
the applicability and interpretation of this rule in a particular context, may submit 
in writing a statement of the facts involved to the Joint Committee on Rules and 
may appear in person before said committee. 


2423. Penalties for Violations. Separately from any prosecutions or 
penalties otherwise provided by law, any person determined to have violated the 
requirements of these rules shall be censured, reprimanded, placed on probation 
or prohibited from lobbying for the duration of the session and from appearing 
before any committee of the Legislature. Said determination shall be made by a 
majority of the respective House upon recommendation of the Joint Committee on 
Rules. The Joint Committee on Rules, before making said recommendation, shall 
conduct a hearing, after notifying the person alleged to have violated this rule and 
granting such person an opportunity to appear at the hearing. 


2224. Secretary to Provide Forms. The Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk 
of the House shall provide blank affidavits for the convenience of registrants but 
the burden of compliance nevertheless always shall be upon the person required to 
register. 


2325. Committees to be Diligent. Committees shall be diligent to ascertain 
whether those who appear before them in other than an obviously individual 
capacity have conformed with the requirements of this rule, and to report 
violations. No committeeman knowingly shall permit an unregistered lobbyist to 
be heard.

However it is further provided, that the 
Co-Chairmen and Vice Co-Chairmen of the Interim Committee on Finances and 
Budgets shall receive fifty dollars per day in addition to the same daily legislative 
compensation, expense allowances, per diem and other compensation which they 
receive while in legislative session for each day of the week, Monday through 
Friday during the period in which budget hearings are scheduled regardless of 
whether the Committee meets as a whole or in sub-committees. It shall be the 
duty of the Committee to make a careful investigation and study of the financial 
condition of the state, hold budget hearings, inquire into ways and means of 
financing state government and its programs, and report its findings and 
recommendations as herein provided. The Committee shall be composed of the 
members of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation, the Lieutenant 
Governor, the President Pro Tempore of the Senate, four additional members of 
the Senate to be appointed by the Lieutenant Governor, the members of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means, the Speaker Pro Tempore of the House, the 
Speaker of the House, and eleven additional members of the House to be 
appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives. The President and the 
President Pro Tempore of the Senate and the Speaker and the Speaker Pro 
Tempore of the House shall be Ex Officio voting members of the Committee. In 
addition, the members of the Joint Continuing Committee to Study the Tax 
Structure of the State of Alabama and the Distribution of Tax Revenues shall be 
invited to attend and participate in any hearings set by the Interim Committee on 
Finances and Budgets. It is also provided, that members of said tax structure 
committee who are not also members of the Interim Committee on Finances and 
Budgets, shall be paid at the same rate and under the same conditions as members 
of the Interim Committee on Finances and Budgets. 


The Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation and the 
Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee shail be Co-Chairmen. The 
said Co-Chairmen shall each appoint one Vice Co-Chairman and shall set the 
schedule and program for committee work. The said Co-Chairmen shall fix the

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE REPORT FOR SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION 9 
CREATING AN INTERIM COMMITTEE ON FINANCES AND BUDGETS. 


BE IF RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, that there is hereby created an Interim 
Committee on Finances and Budgets to meet during the interim periods between 
the regular sessions of the Legislature, during which periods the members, 
including Ex Officio members, shall each be entitled to, and shall receive, the 
same daily legislative compensation, expense allowances, per diem and other 
compensation which they receive while in legislative session for each weekday, 
Monday through Friday, during any week in which the committee actually meets. 
It is provided however, that members must be present each scheduled meeting day 
during such week in order to receive the full five days compensation. Otherwise, 
committee members will receive compensation only for those days in which com- 
mittee meetings are attended. Said Committee shall not be paid for more than 45 
calendar days in any single interim period. The compensation of Committee 
employees shall be paid as provided in Sections 29-1-9 and 29-1-10 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. However it is further provided, that the Co-Chairmen and Vice 
Co-Chairmen of the Interim Committee on Finances and Budgets shall receive fifty 
dollars per day in addition to the same daily legislative compensation, expense 
allowances, per diem and other compensation which they receive while in 
legislative session for each day of the week, Monday through Friday during the 
period in which budget hearings are actually scheduled regardless of whether the 
Committee meets as a whole or in sub-committees. It shall be the duty of the Com- 
mittee to make a careful investigation and study of the financial condition of the 
State, hold budget hearings, inquire into ways and means of financing state 
government and its programs, and report its findings and recommendations as 
herein provided. The Committee shall! be composed of the members of the Senate 
Committee on Finance and Taxation, the Lieutenant Governor, the President Pro 
Tempore of the Senate, four additional members of the Senate to be appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor, the members of the House Committee on Ways and 
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Means, the Speaker Pro Tempore of the House, the Speaker of the House, and 
thirteen additional members of the House to be appointed by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. The President and the President Pro Tempore of the 
Senate and the Speaker and the Speaker Pro Tempore of the House shall be Ex 
Officio voting members of the Committee. In addition, the members of the Joint 
Continuing Committee to Study the Tax Structure of the State of Alabama and the 
Distribution of Tax Revenues shall be invited to attend and participate in any 
hearings set by the Interim Committee on Finances and Budgets. It is also 
provided, that members of said tax structure committee who are not also members 
of the Interim Committee on Finances and Budgets, shall be paid at the same rate 
and under the same conditions as members of the Interim Committee on Finances 
and Budgets. 


The Chairman of the Senate Committee on Finance and Taxation and the 
Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee shall be Co-Chairmen. The 
said Co-Chairmen shall each appoint one Vice Co-Chairman and shall set the 
schedule and program for committee work. The said Co-Chairmen shall fix the 
days and hours of meetings and conduct hearings and examine witnesses who 
appear before the Committee. Each Co-Chairman may appoint Sub-committees 
and invest them with such authority as may be deemed necessary to conduct the 
Committee’s business and expedite its work. Members appointed to any 
Sub-committee shall each be entitled to, and shall receive compensation as is pro- 
vided for in the above paragraph for members of the Interim Committee on 
Finances and Budgets for each day said members attend a Sub-committee meeting 
that is not also a meeting day of the Interim Committee. Said Sub-committee 
members shall not be paid for more than 30 additional calendar days in any single 
interim period for work of said Sub-committee. The Secretary of the Senate, the 
Clerk of the House of Representatives and the Director of the Legislative Fiscal 
Office shall provide the Committee with such clerical and expert assistance from 
among their respective staffs as may be necessary. 


All departments, boards, bureaus, commissions, agencies, offices and 
institutions of the state shall and are hereby directed to cooperate fully with the 
Committee and its staff and shall furnish any and all information that may be 
requested by the Committee or its staff. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the final report of the Committee, along 
with findings and recommendations, shall be submitted to the Governor and to 
each member of the Legislature no later than the seventh legislative day of the 
regular session. Said Committee shall terminate November 1, 1994.

220-6-.03 Boating Safety Operations 


(1) The water traffic "Rules of the Road" in the State of Alabama shall be as 
follows: 


Vessels passing head-on shall keep to the right. Vessels overtaking another 
vessel may do so on either side, but must grant the right-of-way to the vessel being 
overtaken. 


When vessels are passing at right angles, the vessel on the left will yield 
right-of-way to vessel on the right. Motor boats shall yield right-of-way to non- 
motor powered boats as follows: 


When being overtaken by non-powered vessels. 
For deep draft vessels that have to remain in narrow channels. 
When vessel is towing another vessel. 


Motor boats must maintain a direct course when passing sail boats. 


Any vessel approaching a landing dock or pier shall yield the right-of-way to 
any departing vessel. 


Any vessel departing shoreline or tributary shall yield right-of-way to 
through traffic and vessels approaching shoreline or tributary. 


Vessels will not abruptly change course without first determining that it can 
be safely done without risk of collision with another vessel. 


If an operator fails to fully understand course of an approaching vessel he 
must slow down immediately to a speed barely sufficient for steerageway until the 
other vessel has passed. 


Vessels yielding right-of-way shall reduce speed, stop, reverse, or alter 
course to avoid collision. Vessel with right-of-way shall hold course and speed. If 
there is danger of collision, all vessels will slow down, stop, or reverse until 
danger is averted. 


Vessels will issue warning signals in fog or thick weather. 


No mechanically propelled vessel shall be operated in a circular course 
around any other vessel or any person swimming. 


In narrow channel vessels will keep to the right of mid-channel. 
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Vessels approaching or passing another vessel shall be operated in such 
manner and at such rate of speed as will not created a hazardous wash or wake. 


No vessel shal! obstruct or interfere with take-off, landing, or taxiing of 
aircraft. 


All vessels shall be operated at reasonable speeds for given situations and 
must be under the complete control of the operator at all times. 


No vessel or person shall obstruct or block navigation channel, entrance to 
channel, mooring slip, landing dock, launching ramp, pier or tributary. 


Vessels shall keep at least 100 feet clearance of displayed diver’s flag. 


(2) All vessels as hereinafter designated shall be equipped with signal devices 
for use during night-time operation (sunset to sunrise) and during inclement 
weather where visibility is greatly reduced. 


(a) All vessels sixteen (16) feet in length but less than twenty-six (26) feet are 
required to be equipped with an efficient whistle or other sound-producing 
mechanical device, whether operated by hand or power, capable of producing a 
blast of two seconds or more duration and audible for at least one-half mile. 


(b) All vessels twenty-six (26) feet in length but not exceeding forty (40) feet 
are required to be equipped with an efficient whistle or other sound-producing 
mechanical device, hand or power operated, capable of producing a blast of two 
seconds or more duration and audible for a distance of at least one mile. 


(c) All vessels exceeding forth forty (40) feet in length shall be equipped with 
an efficient whistle or similar device, power operated, capable of producing a 
blast of two seconds or more duration and audible for a distance of at tease least 
one mile. 


(d) Nothing in this regulation paragraph (2) shall be so construed as 


exempting a vessel from any further sound signal devices which may be required 
by the United States Coast Guard or other governmental agency when operating 
on the navigable waters of the state. 


(3) The following designated vessels shall be required to have, when under 
way between sunset and sunrise the following specific lights: 


(a) Manually propelled vessels under twenty-six (26) feet shall have readily 
at hand a lantern or flashlight showing a white light which shall be temporarily 
exhibited by the operator in sufficient time to prevent collision. 


(b) All mechanically propelled vessels less than twenty-six (26) feet in length 
shall have one combination light in fore part of vessel showing red to port and 
green to starboard from right ahead to two points abaft the beam, visible at least 
one mile, along with one bright, white light aft showing all around the horizon, 
visible at least two miles. 
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(c) Mechanically propelled vessels twenty-six (26) feet or over shall have on 
the port side, properly screened, a red light which shall show from right ahead to 
two points abaft the beam, visible at least one mile; and on the starboard side, 
properly screened, a green light which shall show from right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam, visible at least one mile; on the stern, one bright, white light 
showing all around the horizon, visible at least two miles; on the bow, one bright, 
white light in the fore part of the vessel showing from right ahead to two points 
abaft the beam on both sides, visible at least two miles. 


(d) Combination sail and power vessels less than twenty-six (26) feet in 
length shall have a combination light forward with red to port and green to 
starboard, which light will show over twenty points of the compass, together with 
one white light aft, showing all around the horizon visible at least two miles. 


(e) Combination sail and power vessels twenty-six (26) feet and over shall 
have a white light forward, visible over twenty points of the compass and an aft 
white light showing all around the horizon visible at least two miles, together with 
side lights, screened, each over ten points, red to port and green to starboard. 


(f) Sail vessels less than twenty-six (26) feet shall have a combination light 
forward showing red and green lights over twenty points with red to port and 
green to starboard, together with a 12 point white light aft visible at least two 
miles. 


(z) Sailing vessels twenty-six (26) feet and over shall have side lights of 
green to starboard, and red to port, each showing over ten points, together with a 
12-point white light aft visible at least two miles. 


(h) All vessels of whatever description or size when anchored in a norma} 
navigation channel or passageway shall carry and display a steady white light, 
visible at least two miles from all directions, as a warning signal to avert 
collisions. 


(4) All vessels hereinafter designated shall be equipped with fire extinguisher 
equipment which shall be kept in such a workable condition and location as to 
make it available for immediate and effective use when the vessel is occupied. 


(a) All inboard and inboard/outboard motor vessels, regardless of size, shall 
have a hand portable fire extinguisher or semi-portable fire extinguisher using 
carbon dioxide (C02), foam, or other chemical ingredient such as is commonly 
used for extinguishing gasoline fires or petroleum product fires. Such fire 
extinguisher shall be approved by the U.S. Coast Guard;. 


(b) All vessels equipped with any butane gas, propane gas, kerosene, gasoline 
or petroleum product consuming device, except outboard motors, shall have a 
hand portable fire extinguisher or semi-portable fire extinguisher using carbon 
dioxide (C02), toam, or other chemical ingredient such as is commonly used for 
extinguishing a fire produced by the use of such device. Such fire extinguisher 
shall be approved by the U.S. Coast Guard. 


(c) All motor vessels having closed for semi-closed cabins and any vessel with 
sleeping accommodations shall have a hand portable fire extinguisher or semi- 
portable fire extinguisher using carbon dioxide (C02), foam, or other chemical 
ingredient such as is commonly used for extinguishing fires. Such fire 
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extinguisher shall be approved by the U.S. Coast Guard. 
(d) All motor vessels having closed compartments wherein portable fuel 
tanks are stored or having permanently installed fuel tanks shall have a hand 


portable or semi-portable fire extinguisher approved by the U.S. Coast Guard. 


(e) Vessels requiring fire extinguishers shall carry at least the minimum 
number of hand portable or semi-portable fire extinguishers as follows:

(5) Every vessel operated on the waters of this state is required to have on 
board at least one U.S. Coast Guard approved personal flotation device (PFD) for 
each occupant aboard the vessel as specified below: 


Class I (less than 16 feet): a Type I, H, II, or IV. 

Class II (16 feet but less than 26 feet): a Type I, H, or TL. 
Class Tl (26 feet but less than 40 feet): a Type I,II, or IIE. 
Class IV (40 feet and over): a Type 1, H, or HE. 


(a) In addition to the above requirements for personal flotation devices, all 
recreational boats 16 feet and over in length operated on the waters of this state 
shall carry at least one Type IV PFD (cushion or ring buoy) as a throwable 
device. Such PFD’s must be placed or stored on the vessel in such manner as to be 
readily available for use in case of emergency. 


(b) Such PFD’s that are torn, rotted, or damaged lose their U.S. Coast Guard 
approval. In addition, all PFD’s shall be proper size for occupants on board. 
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(c) The Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, through its 
enforcement officers, shall have the right to inspect any required safety equipment 
aboard any vessel operated on the waters of this state. 


(d) Any safety equipment found to be in an unserviceable condition may be 
stamped as unserviceable equipment and its use prohibited. 


(e) Nothing In this reguiatien paragraph(5) shall be interpreted so as to mean 
that stamping shall be a prerequisite for prosecuting a person who violates any 


provision of this regutatien paragraph(5). 


(6) It shall be unlawful on the waters of this state for any person to operate, 
or give permission to another person to operate, any vessel less than 18 feet in 
length having an open cockpit and having more then 50 horsepower, unless said 
vessel is equipped with an emergency engine or motor shut-off switch. 


(a) Said shut-off switch referred to in Seetion 4+ hereof this paragraph (6), 
must be constructed and installed in such a manner so that, when in use, any 
removal of the operator from the normal operating station will result in the 
immediate shut-off of the engine or motor. 


(b) For the purpose of this regutatien paragraph (6), “open cockpit" means 
any vessel described herein not having a permanently affixed top or cabin over 
the normal operating station. 


(7) Every motor boat except those of open construction using as fuel any 
inflammable or toxic fluid in any enclosure shall be provided with an efficient 
natural or mechanical ventilation system which is capable of removing 
inflammable or explosive gases. 


(8) No vessel shall be equipped with any motor or other propulsion 
machinery beyond its safe power capacity, taking into consideration the type and 
construction of such vessel and other existing operating conditions. 


(9) No vessel shall be loaded with passengers or cargo beyond its safe 
carrying capacity, taking into consideration weather and existing operating 
conditions. 


(10) No person shall operate, give permission to operate, or offer for sale any 
vessel without a capacity plate affixed permanently thereto as specified by U.S. 
Coast Guard standards. 


(11) No person, organization, or association shall sponsor or hold any marine 
regatta, race, parade, tournament or exhibition until said event has been approved 
either by the Marine Police Division, Department of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, or the United States Coast Guard. 


(a) Any person, organization or association desiring to hold or sponsor such 
regatta, race, parade, tournament or exhibition on the waters of this state which 
are navigable waters of the United States and on which the United States Coast 
Guard maintains aids to navigation and which area is normally used for 
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commercial traffic or navigation shall make application for such event to the 
responsible Coast Guard district under such rules as that agency prescribes. 


(b) Any person, organization or association desiring to hold or sponsor such 
regatta, race, parade, tournament or exhibition on the waters of this state other 
than those waters described in Seetion 2 subparagraph (a) hereof shall make 
application for such event to the Marine Police Division of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources on forms provided by said Division which 
application must be submitted at tease least fifteen (15) days before the date of the 
proposed event. Upon approval by the Marine Police Division of the said marine 
event, a written permit shall be issued to the applicant. 


(12) No person shall operate or give permission to operate any vessel on the 
waters of this state towing a person or persons on water skis, surfboard, spinners, 
or other similar devices unless such person or persons being towed are wearing a 
ski belt or USCG approved personal flotation device (PFD). 


(a) No person shall engage in that certain aquatic sport known as water 
skiing, including the use of surfboards, discs, spinners, or other similar devices, 
without wearing a ski belt or Coast Guard approved PFD. 


(b) Any person being towed on skis, aquaplane, surfboard, spinner, or other 
similar devices shall be considered an occupant of the towing vessel. 


(c) The provisions of this regutation paragraph (12) shall not apply to any 
person performing in a marine exhibition or tournament officially recognized by 
the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources or the United States Coast 
Guard. 


(13) Whenever the Director of the Marine Police Division of the Department 
of Conservation and Natural Resources shall determine that, in the interests of 
public satety, it is necessary to restrict the speed of boats or boating activities on, 
or 
prohibit entrance of boats into, certain areas of the waters of this state, or 
otherwise regulate or prohibit the use of boats or water skis (including all devices 
similar to water skis) in such areas, he shall designate such restricted areas by 
appropriate signs, which signs shall be as follows: 


A symbol of a diamond shape with a cross within the diamond, colored 
international orange on a white background, shall mean "Boats Keep 
Out". 


A symbol of a circle shape, colored international orange on white 
background, designates a controlled or prohibited boating activity such 
as, limiting the speed of a vessel, prohibiting fishing or skiing or 
swimming, etc. In most instances, lettering will be placed in the center of 
said circle designating the prohibited or controtled boating activity. 


Provided that whenever said restriction affects the interests of another 
division of the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, the Director of 
the Division affected shall be consulted by the Director of the Marine Police 
Division and an agreement reached before the restriction becomes effective. H no 
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agreement on the restriction is reached, the Commissioner of Conservation and 
Natural Resources shall resolve the difference. 


(a) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to place or 
maintain any regulatory markers (signs or buoys) on the public waters of this 
state without first having received permission for the erection of such regulatory 
markers from the Marine Police Division of the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources. When permission for the erection of such markers is given, 
same may only be of a standard type and with standard lettering and colors which 
shall be specified and designated by the Marine Police Division of the Department 
of Conservation and Natural Resources. Any person, firm or corporation desiring 
to place or erect regulatory markers on the public waters of this state must first 
make application to the Marine Police Division for permission. Upon receipt of 
such application, the Marine Police Division shall notify such applicant or 
applicants of the necessary specifications for regulatory markers of the type 
desired and if permission for the erection and placing of markers is granted to the 
applicant, same must comply with the specifications as provided by the Marine 
Police Division. 


(b) No person shall anchor or moor any vessel to a regulatory marker or aid 
to navigation. 


(c) No person shall interfere with, destroy, submerge, climb upon, damage, 
move, or cause to be removed from its mooring, any regulatory marker or aid to 
navigation, 


(d) The diver’s flag shal! not be less than 12 inches square, colored red with 
a white two-inch strip running diagonally from the top staff corner to the bottom 
fly corner and shall be prominently displayed and visible from all directions and 
kept within a 50 foot radius of divers when said divers are in the water. 


(e) Nothing in this regulation paragraph (13) shall be interpreted so as to 
mean that signs or markers shall be a prerequisite for prosecuting a person who 
violates any other provisions of the Water Safety Act (Act No. 576, Acts of 
Alabama, Regular Session 1959, as amended) or any rule or regulation 
promulgated thereunder. 


(14) It shall be unlawful for any person to operate any vessel on the waters 
of this State within 800 feet below a hydroelectric dam and/or navigation lock and 
dam unless each person aboard, including the operator, is wearing a U.S. Coast 
Guard approved personal flotation device Type I, Type H, or Type IIL. 


(a) Such persona! flotation device will be worn and securely fastened in 
accordance with manufacturers instructions and recommendations for such 
personal flotation device. 


(b) This regttatton paragraph (14) is not intended to affect regulations 
promulgated by other governmental agencies, federal or state, related to activities 
that may or may not be conducted within 800 feet of such dams. 


(15) No person owning or having control of a mechanically propelled vessel 
shall permit any person under the age of twetve 42) sixteen (16) years to operate 
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said vessel! on ue waters of this State unless oe by Pee ees 


Seeual g a sareat or iagal cuardian of the operator: 


a) The provisions of this paragraph (15) shall not apply to an erson 
operating a vessel under the age of sixteen (16) years in a Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources or United States Coast Guard officially 
recognized marine tournament, race, regatta, or other event. 


(16) Every motor boat using gasoline as fuel except outboard motors shall 
have the carburetor or carburetors of every engine therein equipped with a 
United States Coast Guard approved flame arrestor or backfire trap. 


(17) It shall be unlawful for any person to operate or give permission to 
operate any vessel powered by an engine or outboard motor on the waters of this 
State in such a manner as to exceed a nolse level! of 86 decibels measured at a 
minimum distance of fifty (50) feet from the vessel. 


(a) Testing procedures employed to determine such noise levels shall be in 
accordance with procedures recommended by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 


(b) It shall be a violation of this regulation paragraph (17) for any person 
reasonably suspected by a Marine Policeman or other authorized law enforcement 
officer to be operating a vessel that exceeds the noise limitation prescribed herein 
to refuse to submit his vessel for a noise emission test. 


(c) The provisions of this regutation paragraph (17) shall not apply to vessels 


competing in a regatta, boat race or speed trial run provided that such regatta, 
race or speed trial has been officially approved by the Marine Police Division or 
United States Coast Guard and is being conducted during the time and in the 
designated area authorized by the permit. 


EFFECTIVE DATE: This regulation shall become effective on the 36th day after 
filing with the Legislative Reference Service.

AMEND SECTION 410-2-3-.07 OF THE ALABAMA STATE HEALTH PLAN 
(1988-1992) BY ADDING SUBSECTION (d) AS FOLLOWS: 


(d) MOBILE RENAL LITHOTRIPTERS 


I. The foregoing methodology set forth in subparagraph (2) (b) (I-6) applies 
to fixed renal lithotripters only and does not apply to mobile renal lithotripters. 
Mobile renal lithotripters allow health care facilities to share technology and 
associated expenses, thus helping to further the efforts of cost containment while 
improving accessibility to all areas of the State. 


2. Need, accessibility to the patients and cost containment are the primary 
concerns in determining the approval of a mobile renal lithotripter. A CON for a 
mobile renal lithotripter should be approved for an applicant who demonstrates 
need, accessibility to the patient and cost containment. The need and accessibility 
to patient requirements shall be met by placement for utilization of mobile renal 
lithotripter units in any of the most populous metropolitan areas within a public 
health area. Priority consideration should be given to the placement of mobile 
renal lithotripters in the most populous metropolitan areas within the public health 
areas, consistent with diffusion for accessibility and with cost containment. 


The most populous metropolitan areas within the six public health areas 
designated in the Alabama State Health Plan (1988-1992) are: 


PHA f - (1) Huntsville Metropolitan Area 
(2) Tri-Cities Metropolitan Area 

PHA 2 - Tuscaloosa Metropolitan Area 

PHA 3 - Birminghamm Metropolitan Area 


PHA 4 -(1) Anniston Metropolitan Area 
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(2) Gadsden Metropolitan Area 
PHA 5 -(l) Montgomery Metropolitan Area 

(2) Dothan Metropolitan Area 
PHA 6 - Mobile Metropolitan Area 


One mobile renal lithotripter may be approved for each 150,000 population 
or fraction thereof within the metropolitan area; provided, however, one mobile 
renal lithotripter may be approved for each of the most populous metropolitan 
area within a public health area regardless of population, consistent with diffusion 
for accessibility and with cost containment. 


3. Quality of care requires that the applicant for a CON for a mobile renal 
lithotripter must have available the services of a urologist, certified or trained in 
the use of kidney lithotripters.

AMEND SECTION 410-2-3-.07 OF THE ALABAMA STATE HEALTH PLAN 
(1988-1992) BY ADDING SUBSECTION (d) AS FOLLOWS: 


(d) MOBILE RENAL LITHOTRIPTERS 


1. The foregoing methodology set forth in subparagraph (2) (b) (1-6) applies 
to fixed renal lithotripters only and does not apply to mobile renal lithotripters. 
Mobile renal! lithotripters allow health care facilities to share technology and 
associated expenses, thus helping to further the goal of cost containment while 
providing accessibility to all areas of the State. Since the adoption of the 
foregoing methodology, a number of advances have been made in the removal! of 
kidney stones including the availability of mobile lithotripsy. Alabama should 
offer mobile lithotripsy services to accommodate the needs of citizens in both 
metropolitan and rural areas, provided the cost is reasonable and competitive with 
the fixed based machine and a greater population base may be served. 


2. (a) Need, accessibility to the patients and cost containment are the 
primary concerns in determining the approval of a mobile renal lithotripter. 
Citizen accessibility for renal lithotripsy is currently available through mobile 
lithotripsy in other states. The current total patient costs for travel and for a 
procedure at the two existing fixed based sites, Mobile and Birmingham, could be 
reduced for the patient by the availability of renal lithotripter services via mobile 
renal lithotripsy. Alabamians requiring removal of kidney stones must travel to 
Mobile or Birmingham even though there are trained urologists and sites available 
in areas much closer to the patient. The State Plan as originally adopted 
emphasized factors that relate only to utilization and did not recognize costs or 
accessibility as factors, both of which are practical planning procedures that 
would be served by the approval of mobile services. Therefore, in order to 
enhance patient accessibility and consistent with cost containment, the State Health 
Plan is amended to allow mobile renal lithotripsy only in specific areas where 
there are not currently renal lithotripsy services provided by fixed based units. 
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* The existing fixed based renal unit in Birmingham is accessible to the 
citizens of Blount, Walker, St. Clair, Shelby, Jefferson and Chilton 
counties. 


* The existing fixed based renal unit in Mobile is accessible to the 
citizens of Clarke, Washington, Monroe, Conecuh, Escambia, Mobile, 
Butler, Choctaw, and Baldwin counties. 


(b) For purposes of this subsection (d), mobile lithotripters shall not be — 
approved to provide only fixed based services. 


3. (a) "Mobile renal lithotripter" is defined as a renal lithotripter which is 
located at one site no more than two days per week. "Qualified site" is defined as 
health care facility (i) with not less than two (2) urologists on active or full time 
staff, at least one of whom shall be certified or trained in the use of kidney 
lithotripters, and (ii) which demonstrate a need through previous referrals of at 
least an average of 45 patients per year during the preceding two years for 
extracorporeal renal lithotripsy, and (iii) which is located in an identified 
metropolitan statistical area named in Paragraph (4) of this subsection. 


(b) Quality of care requires that the applicant for a Certificate of Need for 
providing lithotripsy utilizing a mobile renal lithotripter must have available the 
services of at least two (2) urologists, one of whom shall be certified or trained in 
the use of kidney lithotripters. 


4. The following areas shall be served at a qualified site or sites by mobile 
lithotripsy services: 


Area I. The Huntsville Metropolitan Statistical Area and the Florence 
Metropolitan Statistical Area to service Madison, Limestone, Lauderdale, 
Jackson, Colbert, Lawrence, Morgan, Marshall, Franklin, Marion, 
Winston, and Cullman counties. Total population of 875,177. 


Area II. The combined Anniston-Gadsden Metropolitan Statistical Areas 
to serve DeKalb, Etowah, Cherokee, Calhoun, Cleburne, Talladega, Clay, 
and Randolph counties. Total population of 447,506. 


Area III. The Tuscaloosa Metropotitan Statistical Area to serve Lamar, 
Fayette, Pickens, Tuscaloosa, Bibb, Greene, Hale, Perry, Sumter, and 
Marengo counties. Total population of 31,694. 


Area IV. The Montgomery Metropolitan Statistical Area and the Dothan 
Metropolitan Statistical Area to serve Elmore, Coosa, Tallapoosa, 
Chambers, Lee, Montgomery, Bullock, Barbour, Houston, Pike, 
Covington, Geneva, Macon, Russell, Lowndes, Autauga, Dallas, Wilcox, 
Dale, Coffee, Crenshaw, and Henry counties. Total population of 
999,701. 


5. Each applicant for a Certificate of Need to provide a mobile renal 
lithotripter for use within the specific areas where there are not currently renal 
lithotripsy services provided by fixed base units who demonstrates that the mobile 
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lithotripsy unit meets with necessary health standards and the costs of which are 
competitive may be granted a Certificate of Need by SHPDA; provided however 
no additiona! capital expenditure for the acquisition of mobile lithotripters shall be 
approved as an adequate number of mobile lithotripters are currently available to 
satisfy the current needs of Alabama citizens. 


6. Each applicant for a Certificate of Need to authorize the providing of 
renal lithotripsy by utilizing a mobile renal lithotripter must be a qualified site as 
defined herein and must demonstrate that patient charges and operational costs 
are competitive to current surgical and other methods and must provide data as 
requested by the SHCC for planning and monitoring purposes. 


7. No more than two Certificates of Need for qualified sites may be granted 
in any one metropolitan statistical area.

7. Disciplinary Action. Except in emergencies that constitute an immediate 
threat to public health and require prompt action by the Board, the Alabama 
Board of Pharmacy shall file a complaint against any Nonresident Pharmacy that 
violates any statute or regulation of Alabama for conduct which causes serious 
bodily or psychological injury to a resident of this state. This complaint shall be 
filed with the Board in which the Nonresident Pharmacy is located.

(d) A pharmacist has the duty to observe the law, to uphold the dignity and 
honor of the profession, and to accept its ethical principles. A pharmacist should 
not engage in any activity that will bring discredit to the profession and should 
expose, without fear or favor, illegal or unethical conduct in the profession. 


(e) A pharmacist should respect the confidential and personal nature of 
professional records; eacept where the best interest of the patient requires or the 
law demands, a pharmacist should not disclose such information to anyone without 
proper patient authorization.

ALABAMA STATE BOARD OF PHARMACY 
RULE NUMBER 680-X-2 


680-X-2-.22 CODE OF PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT 


(1) Pharmacists are expected to conduct themselves in a professional 
manner at all times. The following code provides principles of professional 
conduct for pharmacists to guide them in their relationship with patients, fellow 
practitioners, other health professionals and the public. 


(2) Violations of any provisions of this rule shall be deemed grounds for 
disciplinary action whenever the Board shall find a preponderance of evidence to 
such violations. 


(a) A pharmacist should hold the health and safety of patients to be of first 
consideration and should render to each patient the full measure of professional 
ability as an essential health practitioner. 


(b) A pharmacist should never knowingly condone the dispensing, 
promoting, or distributing of drugs or medical devices, or assist therein, that are 
not of good quality, that do not meet standards required by law, or that lack 
therapeutic value for the patient. 


(c) A pharmacist should always strive to perfect and enlarge professional 
knowledge. A pharmacist should utilize and make available this knowledge as 
may be required in accordance with the best professional judgment. 


(d) A pharmacist has the duty to observe the law, to uphold the dignity and 
honor of the profession, and to accept its ethical principles. A pharmacist should 
not engage in any activity that will bring discredit to the profession and should 
expose, without fear or favor, illegal or unethical conduct in the profession. 


(e) A pharmacist should seek at all times only fair and reasonable 
remuneration for professional services. A pharmacist should never agree to, or 
participate in, transactions with practitioners of other health professions or any 
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other person under which fees are divided or that may cause financial or other 
exploitation in connection with the rendering of professional services. 


(ft) A pharmacist should respect the confidential and personal nature of 
professional records; except where the best interest of the patient requires or the 
law demands, a pharmacist should not disclose such information to anyone without 
proper patient authorization. 


(g) A pharmacist should not agree to practice under terms or conditions that 
interfere with or impair the proper exercise of professional judgement and skill, 
that cause a deterioration of the quality of professional services, or that require 
consent to unethical conduct. 


(h) A pharmacist should strive to provide information to patients regarding 
professional services truthfully, accurately, and fully and should avoid misleading 
patients regarding the nature, cost or value of these professional services. 


(i) A pharmacist should associate with organizations having for their 
objective the betterment of the profession of pharmacy and should contribute time 
and funds to carry on the work of these organizations.

appointed by the Speaker of the House of Representatives and such additional 
Senate members as appointed by the Lieutenant Governor of the State of Alabama 
shall, in addition to any other expense allowance or compensation payable by law, 
be reimbursed expenses for each day that member attended legislative budget 
hearings of $50 per day plus 25 cents per mile for one round-trip for each week 
that such member attended legislative budget hearings. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives siall certify to the Clerk of the House of Representatives and the 
Lieutenant Governor of the State of Alabama shall certify to the Secretary of the 
Senate the names of such members appointed by each official respectively and the 
amount of reimbursable expenses due each member. Said reimbursement for 
expenses shall be payable from any funds appropriated to the Legislature and 
shall be paid to each member as soon as practical after certification by the 
appointing official.

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limited obligations payable solely out of the revenues of the authority pledged 
therefor In this act; to provide that said bonds may be used to secure deposits of 
funds of the state and its instrumentalities and agencies and shall be lawful for the 
investment of trust funds; to provide a mechanism for defeasance of said bonds; to 
appropriate and pledge funds necessary to pay the principal of, premium, if any, 
and interest on said bonds; to authorize the authority to pledge for payment of the 
said principal of, premium, if any, and interest on said bonds the moneys pledged 
in this act for such purpose; to preserve prior pledges and covenants by the state; 
to adopt certain provisions of the act of the legislature creating the authority; to 
provide for a covenant of the legislature not to reduce below certain levels 
appropriated and pledged taxes and fees while any of said bonds are outstanding 
and unpaid; to authorize the state treasurer to disburse moneys pledged for 
payment of said bonds; to provide that if any portion of this act is held invalid 
such holding shall not affect the validity of any other portion hereof; and to 
specify the effective date of this act.

The following resolution was introduced: 


By Representative Campbell: 


H.R. 45. RESOLUTION TO REMOVE INCUMBENT CLERK OF THE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES FROM OFFICE. 


WHEREAS, John W. Pemberton, as the incumbent Clerk of the House of 
Representatives, has attained continuing service status as provided in Section 
29-4-20(b) of the Code of Alabama 1975 and may be removed from said office as 
Clerk only for cause by a vote of the majority of the elected members of the House 
of Representatives after ten days’ notice of the intention to vote thereon has been 
given to said Clerk and the members of the House of Representatives, together 
with a written statement of the cause for said removal; 


WHEREAS, ten days or more prior to the date on which this resolution is 
being brought before the House of Representatives for a vote, the notice required 
by said Section 29-4-20(b), together with a written statement of the cause for 
removal from office of the said Clerk as set forth in this resolution, has been 
delivered to the said Clerk and every elected member of the House of 
Representatives; 


WHEREAS, such notice of the intention to bring before the House of 
Representatives a vote on the removal of the said Clerk from Office was signed by 
James M. Campbell, the sponsor of this resolution; 


WHEREAS, Section 67, Article IV, of the Constitution of Alabama provides 
that the number, duties and compensation of the officers and employees of each 
house of the Legislature, including the Clerk of the House of Representatives, shall 
be prescribed by law, but neither any provision of the Constitution of Alabama nor 
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any relevant statute can be reasonably interpreted to restrain or limit the power 
of a majority of the elected members of the House of Representatives to judge the 
performance in office of any incumbent Clerk and to determine whether or not 
there is cause for the removal of such Clerk from office; 


WHEREAS, Section 53, Article IV, of the Constitution of Alabama expressly 
grants to each house of the Legislature all powers necessary for the legislature of 
a free state, including the power to determine the rules of its proceedings and to 
enforce obedience to its processes, and such powers include the power of the 
House of Representatives to judge the performance in office of the Clerk of the 
House of Representatives, to determine whether such Clerk continues to hold the 
confidence of a majority of the members of the House of Representatives, and to 
determine, in the exercise of its sole judgment, whether there is cause for the 
removal of such Clerk; and 


WHEREAS, any contention that the House of Representatives must suffer the 
continuance in office of a Clerk who has lost the confidence of a majority of the 
elected members thereof constitutes a serious interference with the independent 
administration of the affairs of the House of Representatives and an intolerable 
affront to the constitutional doctrine of the separation of powers; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES AS FOLLOWS: 


Section 1. The House of Representatives hereby determines and declares as 
cause for the removal of John W. Pemberton from his office as Clerk of the House 
of Representatives the following: 


(a) Despite the provisions of Section 29-4-20(b) of the Code of Alabama 1975 
which expressly prohibit the Clerk of the House of Representatives from political 
activities of the kind which are denied to classified state employees by Section 
36-26-38 of the Code of Alabama 1975, John W. Pemberton, during the last fifteen 
months, has violated his duty, as Clerk of the House of Representatives, to 
maintain political neutrality by taking the following actions: 


(i) John W. Pemberton attempted to influence the election of members of the 
House of Representatives by publicly expressing a preference for the election of 
certain candidates and for the defeat of certain incumbent representatives who 
were seeking re-election, he provided advice and information in support of the 
election campaigns of certain candidates whom he favored, and he assisted efforts 
to discredit the record and accomplishment of candidates whom he disfavored. 


(ii) While in the precincts of his office and other areas of the Alabama 
Statehouse, John W. Pemberton, on numerous occasions, has publicly stated to one 
or more persons his opposition to the candidacy of James S. Clark for re-election 
as Speaker of the House of Representatives for the current legislative 
quadrennium and has denigrated the character and qualifications of James S. 
Clark to be Speaker by both innuendo and direct accusation. Prior to the re- 
election of James S. Clark as Speaker in the 1991 organizational session of the 
Legislature, John W. Pemberton attempted to persuade various members of the 
House of Representatives, in both public and private conversations, to support the 
opposing candidate for Speaker.

(iii) John W. Pemberton, in the course of an interview with a newspaper 
reporter conducted in the Clerk’s office, demeaned the office of the Speaker and 
the independence of the House of Representatives by stating that he could defeat 
the re-election of James S. Clark as Speaker if he chose to do so, and this 
statement, which has been confirmed by the reporter to whom it was made, was 
reported widely by newspapers and other public media in Alabama. 


(b) Although Section 51, Article IV, and Amendment No. 57 of. the 
Constitution of Alabama expressly provide that the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives continues to hold his office until his successor has been elected 
and qualified, and Section 29-4-44 of the Code of Alabama 1975 authorizes the 
Speaker to employ, on a full-time basis, one administrative assistant, three 
secretarial employees for the support of his office, and two additional secretaries, 
One to be assigned to the house committee on rules and the other to such 
committee as he may designate, John W. Pemberton, in his capacity as Clerk, 
after the conclusion of the 1990 regular session of the Legislature and prior to the 
re-election of James S. Clark as Speaker in the 1991 organizational session, in 
violation of applicable law and the conventional usage of the House of 
Representatives, took the position that James S. Clark was no longer the Speaker 
of the House and that the aforesaid employees who are authorized to be employed 
by the Speaker were no longer entitled to be employed and paid as regular 
employees of the House of Representatives. He denied said employees the 
cooperation and support of his office as Clerk and refused to certify the payroll 
documents entitling such employees to be paid in regular course. In addition, he 
has been rude, abusive and threatening in his behavior towards those employees 
of the House of Representatives who are authorized to be employed by the 
Speaker. 


(c) John W. Pemberton, as Clerk of the House of Representatives, has failed 
to develop and apply fair and consistent policies in the recruitment, promotion, 
dismissal, compensation and administration of employees of the House of 
Representatives who are under his management. He has arbitrarily approved 
merit wage increases for employees who are in his favor, while denying any wage 
increases to employees who work directly for members of the leadership of the 
House of Representatives, without in any such case providing the employee in 
question with an evaluation that would explain or justify such discriminatory 
treatment. 


(d) John W. Pemberton, as Clerk of the House of Representatives, has failed 
to inform and consult the members of the Legislative Council, on a regular and 
periodic basis, concerning his policies and decisions with respect to the 
recruitment, promotion, dismissal, administration and compensation of employees 
of the House of Representatives, thereby impairing the right and power of the 
Legislative Council to regulate the employment of such employees in accordance 
with the provisions of Sections 29-4-40, 29-4-42, and 29-4-45 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975. In particular, the Clerk has failed to comply in a timely and 
cooperative manner with directions of the Speaker Pro Tem, authorized by the 
House members of the Legislative Council in meetings held on January 8, 1991, 
and January 15, 1991, to provide the Legislative Council with information 
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necessary to regulate the employment of additional personnel during the 1991 
regular session of the Legislature. 


(e) As the result of arbitrary actions, personal intimidation and favoritism, 
John W. Pemberton, in the exercise of his powers and responsibilities as Clerk of 
the House of Representatives, has fostered and perpetuated an atmosphere of fear 
and discord among employees of the House of Representatives and has failed to 
provide the fair and effective personnel management which is necessary both for 
the efficient administration of the business of the House of Representatives and for 
the happiness and advancement of its employees. 


() John W. Pemberton has made false and malicious statements to the 
Chairman of the Taxpayers Defense Fund, to the staff of the State Ethics 
Commission and to other persons accusing James S. Clark, Taylor F. Harper and 
other members of the House of Representatives of specific acts of ethical 
misconduct. These statements by John W. Pemberton were not based upon direct 
or reliable information and they amounted to nothing more than the irresponsible 
dissemination of malicious and unfounded gossip for the purpose of injuring the 
reputations of the aforementioned members of the House of Representatives. His 
lack of any knowledge or evidence to corroborate these false statements was 
revealed in depositions conducted by the office of the Attorney General at the 
request of James S. Clark. 


(g) The behavior and utterances of John W. Pemberton have manifested a 
general disregard for the concerns and feelings of the members of the House of 
Representatives and an attitude that his tenure as Clerk is independent of and 
superior to the will of the House of Representatives. 


Section 2. For the cause set forth in Section 1 of this resolution, the tenure of 
John W. Pemberton as Clerk of the House of Representatives is hereby terminated 
as of May 1, 1991, and he is hereby ordered to be removed from the said office of 
Clerk as of said date.

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JOINT SESSION 


Pursuant to the resolution, H.J.R. 3, heretofore adopted, the Senate and the 
House of Representatives met in the Hall of the House of Representatives for the 
purpose of hearing an address by the Honorable Guy Hunt, Governor of the State 
of Alabama. 


The session was called to order by Honorable Jim Folsom, Jr., Lieutenant 
Governor and Presiding Officer of the Senate. 


His Excellency, Guy Hunt, Governor of the State of Alabama, appeared 
before the joint session and delivered the following message to the members of the 
Legislature: 


Mr. President ... Mr. Speaker ... Mr. Chief Justice and distinguished 
members of the court ... legislators ... honored guests ... ladies and gentlemen. 


We are together again for what promises to be one of the most important of 
all legislative sessions. In my memory I can think of no time in our history when 
so many important decisions have faced us. 


The people of Alabama ... the farmers, the truck drivers, the teachers, the 
mechanics, the soldiers ... elected you and me to stand up and set the course for 
the future. 


What we face is a paradox. Our successes and accomplishments together 
these past four years should strengthen our optimism for the future. But not to 
recognize and acknowledge that we do indeed have major problems and restraints 
as we chart our future course would be foolhardy. 


These past four years we have worked together to achieve record business 
development and job creation. But now the national economic downturn is 
affecting us adversely. Corporate profits are down and there is too much 
unemployment. 


We have responded to a variety of critical human needs with new, innovative 
and expanded programs. Yet so much remains to be done. And federal priorities 
in many of these fields are again in a state of flux with greater burdens placed on 
the states. 


This year we are spending more money in Alabama for education than at 
any time in our history - 600 million dollars more that just four years ago. Yet 
we are in educational proration. 


We have built modern but cost efficient new prisons. We have provided our 
Pardons and Paroles Board with more money for additional parole officers and 
for more modern and cost effective monitoring of parolees who are not a menace 
to society. Yet we have new burdens of prison overcrowding throughout the state. 


I wish we had simple solutions. We do not have the luxury of deficit 
financing as does the federal government ... nor would we want such a vehicle. 
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So many of the news editorial suggestions I read are interesting ... but too 
few reach below the surface. They seldom address the complexities which I in the 
governor’s chair and you in your legislative chairs must face constantly. 


All this is to say we have our work cut out for us as we begin the 1991 
legislative session. I would be remiss, however, to imply that Alabama is unique 
in the mounting problems it faces. In meeting and talking with my fellow 
governors in other states ... I find we all face similar problems to varying degrees 
.. many of which are far more troubling and severe than ours. I am confident 
you are finding much the same thing as you confer with your counterparts around 
the country. 


But it does suggest also that these same problem areas give us the 
opportunity to work together to find solutions so that Alabama can excel in 
education, human resources, transportation, our fight against crime and so many 
other areas. 


Working together we can continue to raise our state’s rankings. These issues 
we face are not partisan in nature and we cannot solve them if we lower ourselves 
to partisan bickering and rhetoric. 


As you know ... I come from a farming background. Farmers have to be 
optimists to survive. I am optimistic that in the four years ahead and beginning 
with this legislative session now ... we can make a difference. Although funding is 
limited ... we can begin putting in place those mechanisms for necessary reform 
and change during this session. 


In my four years as governor ... I have visited every section of the state. I 
have talked with people from all walks of life and have received their input and 
suggestions. It is my belief our citizens want change in education as well as better 
programs across the board. But they don’t always believe the people in state 
government have always been the best stewards of the state’s revenues and other 
resources. This particularly applies in education and we must do a better job to 
point to those managers who are getting more education for the dollar. 


I have been criticized for suggesting that money is not the first and primary 
ingredient for successful education reform. There is no question greater funding 
is required. But I recall legislated programs for teacher testing for new teachers 
and recognition and rewards for teachers through a career ladder plan. The 
companion pieces to these legislative programs called for significantly more 
funding for salaries. The increased funding was provided, but we saw a great 
demand for teacher testing and the career ladder terminated. 


I am convinced that if we can in good faith produce meaningful reform in at 
least some consensus areas of education, the people will support increased funding 
for other elements of education which will, in fact, require more money. 


We need to make this commitment now in education and other essential 
programs. This is the time for the top leader in education to come together to 
support this concept. There is nothing I would rather do at the conclusion of this 
session than to recognize this leadership for being true partners in passing an 
historic and meaningful legislative education reform package. 
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Approximately two years ago with your support I reactivated the Alabama 
Education Study Commission, which was legislated into being many years ago. 
Although I made the appointments to this volunteer commission ... they were non 
partisan. I sought and found in these appointments a diversity of backgrounds 
and commission members with a high degree of competence and vital interest and 
commitment to improving education in our state. 


It is my pleasure at this time to recognize, and on behalf of Alabamians 
everywhere ... to thank the commission members for their untiring efforts and 
excellent input toward improving our education system. With us tonight from the 
Education Study Commission are Judge Frank McFadden, Walter Bell, Gene 
Gwaltney, Rick Manley, Mike Warren and John Nettles. Gentlemen, thank you 
all very much. Commission members Jane McDonald and Louis Salmon and 
director Caldwell Marks could not be with us. 


Early last month the study commission presented to me its comprehensive 
report ... a long range blueprint for education reform and improvement in 
Alabama. The board scope report presents its findings and recommendations and 
includes the input of hundreds of our citizens as well as experts in the field. 


Immediately thereafter, I called into being an ad hoc committee and invited 
professional educators, business leaders and the legislative leadership to review a 
variety of these recommendations and other educational reform proposals. The 
objective was to reach consensus and joint support of at least a number of 
meaningful actions to improve education in Alabama. While this has lengthened 
the process, I believe it has been worthwhile. 


General consensus has been achieved on a number of these proposals and a 
legislative package is almost completed which will be introduced in a few days. I 
urge the education community, the Legislature, the business community and 
primarily the citizens of Alabama to continue to work and to stand together with 
the administration to make at least the beginnings of true educational reform a 
reality. 


These beginning reforms can make a real difference and will show our 
seriousness to the people. 


The package addresses such areas as school restructuring, performance- 
based measurement. It covers an extended school year to the southeastern 
average, adult education, alternative teacher certification and at-risk students. 
And the program deals with the issues of the safe school environment, school 
readiness, special education, technology for students, choice and magnet schools, 
professional teacher development, upgrade core curriculum, especially in math 
and science, assessment and teacher testing. 


Ultimately it will place educational control with the local schools and the 
local classroom teachers and the local communities. 


I embrace and support the bulk of the Education Study Commission’s 
findings and recommendations. Many of these already are included in the 
package I just outlined. However, with the political and financial realities at this 
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time there is no possible way to implement all the recommendations. 


The Study Commission report, in fact, recommended a gradual phasing in of 
many of its programs over five years. What I have just outlined I believe is a 
realistic and worthwhile beginning in this process. As you know ... in educational 
funding I have strongly favored legislation for increased local funding sources as 
a companion to greater loca! schoo! control. 


The use of pilot programs and incentives will help insure long range success 
with more modest financial outlays initially. More funding will come. As I have 
said ... more education for the dollar ... more dollars for education. That must be 
our focus. 


I believe our hopes for the future now rest in one place. The schoolhouse. 


The enemy is unproductivity, social and cultural despair, lost dreams ... the 
battlefield is the classroom ... and our only weapon is complete educational 
reform. 


The time is now. There may never be another opportunity for all these 
diverse groups to join hands in one mighty race down the road to educational 
greatness. 


There are many brave political warriors who have gone before us and 
waged the wars for progress. The memories of those political warriors live on in 
this historic city. 


Have you ever walked around the grounds of the capitol complex just as the 
sun is slipping below the horizon? 


The day’s work is done. People have gone home to their families ... there is 
a stillness in the air that brings a great sense of peace to a place that seldom finds 
peace. 


If you listen closely ... as the gentle wind blows the day into night ... you can 
almost hear the voices of history echoing ... the voices of the great men and 
women who walked these grounds ... the leaders of Alabama who stood and said, 
“we will fight the fight." 


The first governor or Alabama ... William Wyatt Bibb ... said some of the 
same things to his Legislature that I have said to you tonight. It was a Tuesday 
night like this one ... 172 years ago ... that Governor Bibb ... in an eloquent letter 
to the Legislature, said: "Discharging all local jealousies and party animosities, 
let us unite as members of the same family having a common interest in directing 
our minds and our efforts to the advancement of the general welfare." 


And through the years ... it has been the Alabama Legislature that has done 
so much of the work. 


It was the Legislature that created a statewide school system in 1854 ... and 
who a hundred years ago ... passed laws to spend school funds based on school 
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population. And there are many other examples in history when legislators have 
risen to the cause. 


Now the voices of the great leaders of Alabama history beckon to us to stand 
again for what is just and right. We know that it is our turn to lead the fight. 


We have done a good job so far. We have won some victories ... important 
ones. 


Four years ago ... we accepted our positions of public trust with the 
knowledge that we had to do more to bring good jobs to Alabama. 


Our economy was stagnating. Our hopes were suffocating in a bureaucratic 
desert ... blasted apart by a sandstorm of anti-business attitudes. 


We had to change or watch our economic health perish. So we changed. 


Together, we reformed our state’s civil liability laws to keep our businesses 
form being starved by frivolous lawsuits. We must now continue and not waver 
as many of those issues go through the courts. We will not retreat on these issues. 


We said to the world "Alabama is Open for Business." And we didn’t just 
say it ... we proved it ... by rebuilding the state agencies that recruit and help 
those businesses. 


And just look at the results. 


The last four years have been the most prosperous in Alabama’s history. 
Alabama announced more than 11 billion dollars in capital investment by industry 
... by far the most ever recorded in any four-year period in our state’s history. 


And two months ago ... Alabama’s success was acknowledged around the 
country. A national magazine concluded that Alabama was the number one state 
in the nation in 1990 in industrial development for its size. 


The hard work has paid off. You and I along with thousands of people on 
the local level who believe with all their heart and soul that free enterprise works 
... have seen Alabama’s economy rescued from the wilderness. 


Now ... there are school problems and many other issues that await our 
attention this year. 


I have today submitted to you balanced state education and general fund 
budgets. The education budget proposes to fund at present budget levels. When 
you passed and I signed the 1991 education budget ... I felt it was too optimistic in 
the funding expectations. As it turned out ... corporate income tax as a result of 
the national recession and utility taxes as a result of an unusually warm winter 
have not met the projections. 


In January ... I had to declare proration for the education fund of 3.72 
percent. We had had four years without proration. However if one looks back to 
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1978 ... the first year of each administration has had to deal with proration in the 
education budget. We are still dealing with this problem. 


We continue to grapple with significant funding shortfalls for vital state 
services... 


You will be asked this year to consider major tax reform proposed by your 
tax reform advisory commission as a means of establishing equity and shoring up 
the General Fund. I ask that you look closely at this program and take great care 
to be totally fair to all our people. 


The report of the commission in several areas states recommendations in 
broad terms and such recommendations to be implemented must be drafted in 
specific legislation. 


1 am pleased that the commission has assumed the burden of drafting such 
legislation and allt departments of the executive branch have provided whatever 
data the commission has requested. Now ... I anxiously await that report because 
of its importance to the financing of state schools and government. 1 do not 
believe you would expect nor the people would want me to write a "blank check" 
on tax reform until this has been accomplished. 


And the recent court decision striking down part of our new law raising the 
fees for dumping hazardous waste in Alabama also poses a threat to the financial 
stability of the state. 


We have appealed the ruling in that case ... and we have requested an 
expedited review by the Alabama Supreme Court. As an alternative ... and if we 
do not obtain a timely and favorable decision from the Supreme Court ... I am 
asking the Legislature to equalize fees for any dumping of hazardous waste. 


If other states are going to be allowed by the federal government to bring 
their troubles to Alabama ... we must demand that they compensate the people of 
Alabama for the threat to our well-being. 


Our efforts to regulate the disposal of toxic waste have been the focus of 
leaders all across this nation. Hopefully ... we will see similar recognition of our 
efforts to improve the management of our water resources. 


A quick glance at the map of our state shows that virtually every major 
water source ends up in Mobile Bay ... and our Coastal Waters Initiative has 
provided us with a guide for future planning in this area. It along with our 
development of a statewide water management program shows your constituents 
and mine that we realize we must take better care of Alabama’s precious water 
resources. 


The state prison system is a great drain on our financial resources. 
Alabama’s prison population has more than doubled in 10 years and shows no 
signs of letting up. 


In this legislative session you will be asked to consider new laws to allow 
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non-violent criminals to be sentenced to community service work ... so they can 
fabor and repay the people of Alabama for their crimes instead of sitting behind 
bars and costing the taxpayers money that could better be spent on schools or 
roads or health care. I urge you to support this plan. 


And we must continue the war on crime and drugs. Again I am asking you 
to give the death penalty to drug dealers who commit murder ... and 1 will seek a 
further strengthening of our criminal code to make our streets safer. 


Another area vital to our state’s economic future is the development of a 
quality transportation system. Our neighboring states are moving ahead 
aggressively to build a road and bridge system that will enhance their economic 
competitiveness. We must do the same if we are to stay ahead on the road to 
better jobs and economic growth. 


Highway Director Perry Hand has been working closely with the Joint 
Highway Committee of the Legislature and the House and Senate leadership in a 
unified effort to develop a sound, long-range highway plan that will move our 
state forward. Perry has kept me informed at each step, and I am very 
supportive of his efforts. 


We need a developmental highway system in this state that will put a four- 
lane highway within easy access of all our citizens ... fix or replace our run-down 
bridges ... relieve congestion on our urban areas ... and provide more support to 
our counties and cities to meet critical needs. We also need to double the funding 
that is now going into our Industrial Access Program that has been so successful in 
recruiting new industry and helping existing industries to expand. 


The people of Alabama need and deserve a quality transportation system ... 
and we all recognize additional investment will be required. I am confident ... 
working together ... we can make it happen. 


Better transportation also means improving Alabama’s air service. Our 
dream for an international! airport in the state is taking off ... and we must make 
sure that those who follow us in office will see that the concrete is poured and the 
planes fly. To that end ... we will seek the formation of a permanent joint state 
and local airport authority to oversee development of the airport project. 


Alabama’s economic health also is threatened by its outdated, costly system 
of compensation for workers injured on the job. We will ask the Legislature to 
approve reforms in the workman’s compensation taws to stop the spiraling costs 
that threaten businesses and workers alike. 


In closing tonight ... I would like on behalf of a grateful state to recognize 
some of our victorious soldiers trom Alabama who fought in the Persian Gulf. 
These soldiers represent thousands of their comrades from Alabama who helped to 
secure this great victory against wanton aggression in the Middle East. Some of 
our soldiers gave their lives for their country and for freedom. We must never 
forget their bravery ... and their sacrifices. 


But in recognizing these soldiers tonight ... we would be remiss if we did not 
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also express ... at least symbolically ... our thanks and appreciation to those 
thousands of military veterans of other times and other conflicts ... such as 
Vietnam, Korea, World Wars One and Two ... who stood bravely and steadfastly 
to protect our nation and the principles upon which it was established. Sadly in 
many instances these veterans never received the proper respect ... the proper 
recognition nor the proper appreciation from their countrymen. Patriotism is 
alive and well and we do this belatedly now. 


America’s victory in the Persian Gulf confirmed this nation’s standing as the 
leader of the free world. The decision of President Bush and his advisors ... and 
the work of America’s soldiers ... was swift and sure ... and so was the victory. It 
was an epic battle between good and evil ... and with God’s help ... we won 
quickly. 


It is my honor to introduce you to some of our heroic soldiers who made it 
happen. 


From Montgomery we have with us Master Sergeant Carolyn Oliver. 
During her tour of duty in Saudi Arabia she helped set up and operate a high 
frequency radio communications network that helped the Marines communicate 
with each other. 


She also was joined by Sergeant William L. Brooks, a student at Auburn 
University who gave up two months of his studies and left to defend his country’s 
interests. Sergeant Williams and Master Sergeant Oliver both served with the 
232nd Combat Communications Squadron of the Alabama National Guard. 


And from Enterprise we have with us Sergeant Herbert Purvis. Sgt. Purvis 
helped keep the home fires burning by helping to deliver tons of mail to soldiers in 
the Gulf. Sgt. Purvis was injured during one of the Scud missile attacks. But 
even those Scuds couldn’t keep him from being with us tonight. 


Like so may of our state’s military personnel, Sgt. Troy Dunlap is not a 
native Alabamian, but he has been based at Fort Rucker for a year and three 
months. Sgt. Dunlap also served in Saudi Arabia as part of a Black Hawk attack 
helicopter unit. His helicopter was shot down while he was attempting to rescue 
an F-16 pilot who has been shot down. Sgt. Dunlap was held as a prisoner of war 
for a short time ... and now he is back home ... safe and sound. 


First Lieutenant Charles McMurtrey is a Montgomery native. 


At 4:48 on the morning of January 18th, he was operating a Patriot missile 
system when he spotted a Scud missile flying toward Saudi Arabia. The lives of 
his comrades in arms ... and the people of Saudi Arabia ... were in danger. 


Lt. McMurtrey and his unit fired the first Patriot missile ever used in war ... 
and they shot down that first Scud missile. 


(Ladies and gentlemen these soldiers are heroes. Let’s show them how much 
we love and appreciate them.) 
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The victory gave strength and new hope to the institution and concept of the 
United Nations. It rekindled a much-needed spirit of patriotism across the land 
that had waned after World War Two. It revitalized the “can do" spirit among 
Americans exemplified by our President ... our military leadership ... our 
magnificent troops and our modern technology. 


Together let us take a page from the record of this historic victory. With that 
same "can do" spirit ... let us set our sights on real progress and achievements 
during this very important legislative session. 


It is my hope and prayer that by the end of this session ... we will be ready 
by then to celebrate a great victory here at home ... a victory over the enemies of 
prosperity and success for generations of Alabamians to come. 


The goals are clear. The enemy awaits. It is time to cross the barricades. 


And when we have finished the fight ... let us be able to tell the people of 
Alabama that we have heard their voices ... and we have answered their call.

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WHEREAS, also a former county solicitor from 1933 until 1939, he served 
for 33 years as Henry County Representative of the Ozark Production Credit 
Association, and was a member of the First Baptist Church of Abbeville where he 
served on the Board of Deacons, as Men’s Bible Class teacher, and as church 
treasurer; and 


WHEREAS, he further was a member of the Henry Masonic Lodge #91, 
former member of the Board of Directors of the Abbeville Chamber of Commerce, 
charter member of the Abbeville Lions Club and had served as a member of the 
Southeast Alabama Council, Boy Scouts of America; and 


WHEREAS, other of Mr. Farmer’s activities and involvement included the 
chairmanship of local fund-raising drives for the Red Cross and Crippled Children 
Services; membership on the Board of Directors of Mississippi Chemical 
Corporation; the presidency of both the Federal Land Bank Association of Dothan, 
and the Henry County Bar Association in which he was the Senior Member; and 
membership in the Alabama Bar Association which recognized him in 1979 for 
service rendered as a member for more than 50 years; and 


WHEREAS, Mr. Farmer, who was preceded in death by his beloved wife in 
1983, is survived by his daughter and son-in-law, Jean F. and Dr. H. Paul 
Huffman, Jr.; by four grandchildren and his sister; and by other family members, 
all of whom are sorely bereft in their great and grievous loss; now therefore,

HJ.R. 52. COMMENDING THE UNITED METHODIST CHILDREN’S 
HOME, 1891-1991. 


WHEREAS, in the Fall of 1889, the Alabama and North Alabama 
Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church South authorized the 
establishment of a Home for Orphan Children which formally opened at 
Summerfield, Alabama, in January 1890, admitting the first child, Charles 
Ebbsworth Moore, on September 5, 1890; and 


WHEREAS, the agency, chartered as the Alabama Methodist Orphanage by 
the Alabama Legislature on February 5, 1891, operated for the first 20 years from 
Summerfield College, moving in 1911 to Selma, a site which offered the 
advantages of community facilities, schools, libraries, medical and dental services; 
and 
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WHEREAS, by the 1930’s the institution was serving not only orphans, but 
also children suffering from physical and/or emotional neglect and to reflect these 
changes, the name was changed to the Methodist Children’s Home; and 


WHEREAS, the Children’s Home, in continuing sensitivity to the needs of 
children and their families, has adjusted its programming accordingly, and 
services throughout the last century have included residential programs, foster 
care, adoption, behavior management, emergency shelter care, as well as 
scholarship/transition programs; and 


WHEREAS, in the early 1940’s a building program culminated in the 
construction of the Children’s Village in Selma consisting of ten family-style 
cottages to house a staff and ten children each, and, upon completion in the 
1950’s, was the first Methodist Children’s Village in the South; and 


WHEREAS, continuing to demonstrate leadership in the field of children’s 
services, the Home began an expansion to better serve children nearer their home 
area; in the Summer of 1968, the agency began establishing group homes and, by 
the mid-seventies, homes were built in Florence, Huntsville, Scottsboro, 
Tuscaloosa, Birmingham, Mobile, Dothan and Pensacola; and 


WHEREAS, in 1983, the Children’s Home staff implemented a pilot project 
to prepare children within the foster care system to live independently upon 
leaving care, and the Preparation for Independent Living Program which resulted 
is now used as a model for classes being taught throughout the State of Alabama; 
and 


WHEREAS, other programs piloted by the Children’s Home have included 
therapeutic foster care, parent-adolescent training programs, pre-placement in- 
home counseling, diagnostic and evaluation services; and 


WHEREAS, the United Methodist Children’s Home serves between 500 and 
600 young persons each year, thereby affording the agency the opportunity to 
"Give a Child a Chance" thousands of times, and to be rewarded by the many 
alumni who have become successful members (and leaders) of their communities 
and churches; and 


WHEREAS, the United Methodist Children’s Home is indeed the premier 
program of child care in this area and, in building upon a past marked by 
excellence and Christian concern, now moves into its second "Century of Caring"; 
now therefore, 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That in recognition of excellence in its field, 
and in gratitude for the care provided to the many thousands of children who 
have so greatly benefitted from the love and stability of such concerned care, we 
hereby most highly commend the United Methodist Children’s Home, and do 
further direct that a copy of this resolution be prepared for presentation on the 
100th Anniversary celebration of its establishment.

WHEREAS, received with regret by the Legislative Council and herein duly 
recorded is the notice of retirement of Louis G. Greene as Director of the 
Legislative Reference Service and Secretary to the Council, 1970-1991; and

1950, Mr. Greene is a graduate of the University of Alabama where he received 
his Juris Doctorate, and is a United States Army Air Corps veteran of World War 
Il, with service dating from February 1942 to November 1945, including combat

WHEREAS, Mr. Greene, who was engaged in the private practice of law at 
the time of appointment to office, assumed leadership of the Reference Service in

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WHEREAS, by virtue of office, he also has directed the agency’s staff in 
compiling and codifying the laws of Alabama; assembling and publishing the Local 
Laws Index as well as summaries of general laws enacted and proposed 
constitutional amendments; providing the Secretary of State with the indices to the 
Acts of Alabama; and, under the Administrative Procedure Act of 1981, assumed 
the responsibility of his department as the repository of agency rules and 
regulations and publisher of the Alabama Administrative Monthly and the

WHEREAS, in further charge, Mr. Greene supervised his _ staff's 
responsibility for compiling and publishing annual cumulative supplements to the 
1975 Code of Alabama and, in recent years, was himself instrumental in his 
department’s assumption of the major task of computerizing the Code and up- 
dated revisions for ready access by departments of state government, the legal 
community and other subscribers; and 


WHEREAS, the tenure of Louis G. Greene as Director of the Legislative 
Reference Service has been one of significant accomplishment, and his assistance 
to the Legislature invaluable during a period of increasing complexity in questions

waterworks system or any part thereof, operated by a municipality or public 
corporation or entity created or functioning pursuant to Sections 11-50-230 
through 11-50-241, Code of Alabama 1975, specifically, and Chapter 50, Title 11, 
Code of Alabama 1975, generally. 


REGULAR SESSION 175

Representative Bowling, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 9. Relating to Lamar County; repealing Act No. 81-629, H. 873, Regular 
Session 1981 (Acts 1981, p. 1046) entitled "An Act Relating to Lamar County; to 
establish a special fund in the county treasury to pay a bounty on beaver trapped 
or killed in Lamar County; to provide for the administration of said fund and 
bounty system."

WHEREAS, the Legislature of the State of Alabama notes that the citizens of 
our great Nation have long been attempting to pull in the reins of federal spending 
and have long desired the highest degree of integrity and accountability from 
elected officials; and 


WHEREAS, on September 25, 1789, the tst Congress of the United States, 
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convened in New York City, submitted to the legislatures of the several states a 
proposed amendment to the United States Constitution designed to check the 
considerable power of the Congress to vary the compensation of its members; and 


WHEREAS, the aforementioned amendment was presented to us by the 
outstanding constitutionalist, member of the 1st Congress and, later, fourth 
President of our Nation, James Madison; and 


WHEREAS, believing that fiscal irresponsibility at the federal level poses 
one of the greatest threats which face our Nation, we firmly believe that 
constitutional restraint is vital to bring the fiscal discipline and the accountability 
of elected officials which is necessary to restore public confidence in the federal 
government; and 


WHEREAS, this little-known and scarcely advertised 201-year-old proposal 
has received renewed attention, since it has been learned that it is still viable, and 
the legislatures of the states of Delaware, Maryland, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Vermont and Virginia ratified it between the years 1789 and 1791; the 
General Assembly of the State of Ohio ratified it in the year 1873; the Legislature 
of the State of Wyoming ratified it in the year 1978; and the legislatures of the

Miller that if Congress submits a proposed amendment to the state 
legislatures without any deadline within which those legislatures must act, then

original Second Amendment to the United States Constitution stipulating a delay in 
variations in the compensation of members of the United States Congress which 
reads as follows: "Article the Second...No law, varying the compensation for the 
services of the Senators and Representatives, shall take effect, until an election of 
Representatives shall have intervened." be and the same hereby is ratified by the 
Legislature of the State of Alabama; and

conduct horse racing or greyhound racing; to modify the procedure of a 
commission for reviewing and granting permits for persons to work at a racing 
facility; to provide for judges for greyhound racing and to modify the appointment 
procedure for stewards for horse racing; to authorize and provide rules for the 
conduct of pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing events; to specify the 
minimum proportionate amounts of the deposits to pari-mutuel pools for 
greyhound racing that are to be distributed to the holders of winning pari-mutuel 
tickets; to provide for the payment of license fees for pari-mutuel wagering on 
greyhound racing by each licensed operator to the racing commission licensing 
such operator and to specify the methods for determining the amounts of such fees 
and the schedule on which such fees shall be payable; to provide for a greyhound 
racing operator to hold commission racing days in each calendar year with the 
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profits therefrom to go to the commission or charitable organizations designated 
by the commission; to provide that horse racing or greyhound racing events 
conducted outside the sponsoring municipality may be televised to a racing facility 
under the jurisdiction of a commission and made the subject of pari-mutuel 
wagering for which the pari-mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their 
bets at the racing facility under the jurisdiction of a commission and _ bettors 
placing their bets at other locations in the state or in other states; to provide that 
horse racing or greyhound racing events conducted at a racing facility under the 
jurisdiction of a commission may be televised to other locations in the state or in 
other states and made the subject of pari-mutuel wagering for which the pari- 
mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their bets at the racing facility 
under the jurisdiction of a commission and bettors placing their bets at other 
locations to which such racing events are televised; to modify the purposes for 
which the net revenues of a racing commission remaining after the payment of its 
expenses are to be applied and to provide for the disbursement of such net 
revenues for such purposes; to modify the prohibitions of said Chapter 65 against 
certain activities so as to make such prohibitions applicable to greyhound racing 
and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to modify the penalties for certain prohibited 
activities concerning racing and pari-mutuel wagering; in the event that a state 
racing commission shall be established at any time, to provide in such event that 
any racing commission created under said Chapter 65 and its license for both 
horse racing and greyhound racing shall be exempt from the jurisdiction of such 
state racing commission and from all laws providing for or relating to such state 
racing commission; to provide that the provisions of said Chapter 65 as modified 
by the act shall be severable; and to provide for such other matters as are 
necessary to authorize, regulate, license, administer and supervise both horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and greyhound racing and pari-mutuel 
wagering thereon in Class 1 municipalities.

This bill amends Act No. 612, H. B. 1141, 1978 Regular Session, 
(Acts 1978, p. 869), relating to the creation of the Industrial Development Author- 
ity of Escambia County, so as to provide for additions to the membership of the 
Authority. 


H. 60. Relating to Escambia County; providing further for expense 
allowances for the chairman and associate commissioners of the county 
commission to be paid from the county general fund and expiration date therefor 
and providing for a certain monthly salary for such chairman and associate 
commissioners to be effective after the next election with such salary to be in lieu 
of all salaries and expense allowances heretofore provided by law for such 
chairman and associate commissioners of the county commission.

Representative Petelos, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 349. To authorize the county commission of Jefferson County, Alabama, 
acting pursuant to Amendment No. 373 to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, to 
increase the rate at which there is levied and collected by Jefferson County, on all 
taxable property situated within the special school tax district subject to the 
jurisdiction and control of the Board of Education of the City of Mountain Brook, 
the special ad valorem tax for public school purposes which is authorized in 
Amendment No. 316 to the Constitution, to a maximum rate, for any tax year of 
the county, which is equal to $1.85 on each one hundred dollars (18.5 mills on 
each dollar) of assessed value. 


Representative Petelos, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 2, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and it was read a second time and pursuant to House Rule 33, was referred to the 
Standing Committee on Tourism, Entertainment and Sports, to-wit: 


H. 366. To amend Chapter 65 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
which relates to horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon in Class 1 
municipalities, for the following purposes: to make certain legislative findings 
concerning the experience of the state’s only Class 1 municipality with horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and the economic desirability of 
authorizing greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon in a Class 1 
municipality (now defined by statute to be a city with a population of 300,000 
inhabitants or more as certified by the 1970 decennial census); to define the 
particular terms to be used in said Chapter 65 as amended by this act; to autho- 
rize a Class 1 municipality (the “sponsoring municipality") to incorporate a racing 
commission with power to license and regulate horse racing and pari-mutuel 
wagering thereon or greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon or both; 
to provide that a racing commission incorporated pursuant to said Chapter 65 will 
be subject to the jurisdiction of the state ethics commission; to define a host county 
for a racing commission as the county in which a majority of the residents of the 
sponsoring municipality reside and to provide that a racing commission incorpo- 
rated for a sponsoring municipality will have power to license and regulate racing 
and wagering activities only in the part of such sponsoring municipality that is 
located in the host county; to provide for elections in the host county to authorize 
the incorporation of a racing commission and to determine the powers thereof; to 
amend said Chapter 65 concerning the appointment of certain members of a 
racing commission and the appointment of deputy members by certain members; 
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to provide alternative arrangements for the appointment of the treasurer of a 
commission; to amend said Chapter 65 concerning the powers and duties of a 
racing commission and to impose certain limitations on such powers and duties 
respecting the confidentiality of information pertaining to a ticensed operator and 
the rights of such operator to conduct its business under the supervision of the 
commission; to provide conditions relating to the award and use of licenses for 
horse racing, greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to authorize 
retroactively and ratify the action of an existing racing commission in entering 
into a contract to grant a prospective licensee a license for greyhound racing and 
pari-mutuel wagering thereon prior to the legislative enactment of the 
commission’s authority to grant such license; to modify the provisions of said 
Chapter 65 respecting a license to own or use a horse racing facility; to modify the 
application and review procedure for granting an operator’s license to reflect the 
additional power and duty of a commission to license and regulate greyhound 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to modify the terms of an operator’s 
license concerning its periodic review and revocation, the allowance of successive 
three year renewal terms after the initial term of 20 years, and the scheduling and 
conducting of licensed activities; to modify the ownership requirements applicable 
to holders of horse racing facility licenses and holders of operator’s licenses to 
conduct horse racing or greyhound racing; to modify the procedure of a 
commission for reviewing and granting permits for persons to work at a racing 
facility; to provide for judges for greyhound racing and to modify the appointment 
procedure for stewards for horse racing; to authorize and provide rules for the 
conduct of pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing events; to specify the 
minimum proportionate amounts of the deposits to pari-mutuel pools for grey- 
hound racing that are to be distributed to the holders of winning pari-mutuel 
tickets; to provide for the payment of license fees for pari-mutuel wagering on 
greyhound racing by each licensed operator to the racing commission licensing 
such operator and to specify the methods for determining the amounts of such fees 
and the schedule on which such fees shall be payable; to provide for a greyhound 
racing operator to hold commission racing days in each calendar year with the 
profits therefrom to go to the commission or charitable organizations designated 
by the commission; to provide that horse racing or greyhound racing events 
conducted outside the sponsoring municipality may be televised to a racing facility 
under the jurisdiction of a commission and made the subject of pari-mutuel wager- 
ing for which the pari-mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their bets at 
the racing facility under the jurisdiction of a commission and bettors placing their 
bets at other locations in the state or in other states; to provide that horse racing 
or greyhound racing events conducted at a racing facility under the jurisdiction of 
a commission may be televised to other locations in the state or in other states and 
made the subject of pari-mutuel wagering for which the pari-mutuel pools may 
include both bettors placing their bets at the racing facility under the jurisdiction 
of a commission and bettors placing their bets at other locations to which such 
racing events are televised; to modify the purposes for which the net revenues of a 
racing commission remaining after the payment of its expenses are to be applied 
and to provide for the disbursement of such net revenues for such purposes; to 
modify the prohibitions of said Chapter 65 against certain activities so as to make 
such prohibitions applicable to greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon; to modify the penalties for certain prohibited activities concerning racing 
and pari-mutuel wagering; in the event that a state racing commission shall be 
established at any time, to provide in such event that any racing commission 
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created under said Chapter 65 and its license for both horse racing and grey- 
hound racing shall be exempt from the jurisdiction of such state racing 
commission and from all laws providing for or relating to such state racing 
commission; to provide that the provisions of said Chapter 65 as modified by the 
act shall be severable; and to provide for such other matters as are necessary to 
authorize, regulate, license, administer and supervise both horse racing and pari- 
mutuel wagering thereon and greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering there- 
on in Class 1 municipalities.

counties and wet municipalities; to provide for the administration, functions, 
powers and regulations of, and for receipt, disposition and use of profits of the 
board; to provide for the appointment, term of office, suspension, removal, 
compensation, costs and expenses of such board and its members, officers, agents 
and employees, and its administrator; to provide for the management and opera- 
tion of and sales by state liquor stores; to provide for and fund an inventory fund 
for the board; to create a cost of evidence fund and provide for use thereof; to 
authorize licensing to engage in alcoholic beverage transactions, and provide for 
regulation for, and issuance and renewal of, and regulation of the grant of 
licenses; to impose and levy state, and authorize and limit county and municipal, 
filing and license fees for engaging in manufacture, import, warehousing, 
wholesale or retail sale of or transactions in alcoholic beverages; to proscribe 
unlawful acts and offenses and provide for punishment therefor; to prescribe 
penalties for any violation of the Code or any rule or regulation promulgated by 
the board and to provide punishment and alternate punishment therefor, including 
suspension or revocation of licenses and fines against licensees; to provide for non- 
taxable sales; to provide for refund on overpayment or erroneous payment on 
taxes and licenses to the board or any county or municipality; to provide penalties 
for failure to pay taxes collected and for execution for unpaid taxes and penalties; 
to provide for identification of certain alcoholic beverages and penalties for 
possession of unidentified alcoholic beverages and for the counterfeit or reuse of 
Alabama identification; to provide for licensee reports, records and inspections; to 
provide for confiscation of unidentified alcoholic beverages and vehicles used for 
transportation of unidentified alcoholic beverages and for the procedure for 
confiscation; to provide for an election to determine classification of county as wet 
or dry county; to provide for special method referendum to determine classifica- 
tion of county as wet or dry county and to impose conditions governing sales 
under special method; to provide for municipal option election to determine classi- 
fication of municipalities as wet or dry municipalities; to provide for the separa- 
tion of business interests and exclusive sales territories; to provide for regulation 
of advertising alcoholic beverages; to define terms and to establish a legal drink- 
ing age; to repeal Chapters 1, 2, 2A, 3A, 6 and 8, and Chapter 3 except sections 
28-3-184, 28-3-190, 28-3-200 through 205, inclusive, 28-3-280, 28-3-281 and 
28-3-284, and Chapter 7 except section 28-7-16, Title 28, Code of Alabama 1975, 
as amended, and all other conflicting or inconsistent laws or parts of laws, but 
shall not repeal or amend Title 28, Chapter 9, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended; to amend Title 28, Chapter 4, Code of Alabama 1975, to make the same 
consistent with the provisions of this Code; and to provide that the Code shall 
become effective on October 1, 1991. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 95. To amend Sections 22-21-20 and 22-21-27 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to licensing of hospitals, nursing homes and other health care 
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institutions so as to include hospices; and to provide further for the composition of 
the advisory board and the power of certain board members. 


H. 99. To amend section 22-21-5 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to grant to 
public bodies organized under the said section the powers of health care 
authorities organized under Article 11 of chapter 22 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


H. 295. To amend Section 36-21-8, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
certain law enforcement officers retaining their badge and pistol as part of retire- 
ment benefits, to include certain law enforcement officers who are employees of 
the state forestry commission. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, and it 
was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 357. (With Substitute): To amend Section 11-88-5 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, as amended, relating to the authorization and procedure for 
amendment of the certificate of incorporation of water, sewer and fire protection 
authorities so as to permit changes in the number of directors of such authorities 
to any odd number thereof that the board shall deem appropriate, and to provide 
that the total number of directors of any such authority shall be not less than three 
or more than nine; to validate the membership of the boards of directors of all 
such authorities as are presently in existence; and to provide an effective date. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and or- 
dered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read a 
second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 288. Providing for the permitting and regulation of persons, firms, 
associations and corporations engaged in the alarm systems business in this state 
under the regulatory authority of the state fire marshal; authorizing the state fire 
marshal to prescribe fees for certain permits and identification cards related to 
such business; prescribing penalties for enforcement and providing procedures for 
the administration of this act. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, and 
they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 153. (With Substitute): To add a Section 34-23-75, Code of Alabama 
1975, Alabama Pharmacy Practice Act, which would allow licensed pharmacists to 
refill a prescription for up to a 72 hour supply, when they are unable to obtain 
refill authorization from the prescriber. 


H. 292. (With Substitute): To amend Section 34-23-1, and 34-23-32, Code of 
Alabama 1975, which requires the annual registration of drug manufacturers with 
the state board of pharmacy, so as to likewise require wholesale distributors of 
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drugs to register annually with said board, and to increase the board’s fee for 
permits and renewals of permits. 


Representative Parker (P), Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Education, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 438. To propose an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
to provide that the Legislature shall establish and maintain an adequate and 
efficient system of public education, and to further provide that public education is 
an essential function of state government. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Constitu- 
tion. 


H. 11. Relating to Athens State College; to repeal Act No. 81-153, S. 392, 
Regular Session, 1981 (Acts 1981, p. 176), which consolidated the administration 
of Athens State College and John C. Calhoun Community College; to re-establish 
two autonomous administrations; and to provide for the appointment of presidents 
of the colleges, the jurisdictions and operations. 


Representative Lindsey, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Agriculture, Forestry and Natural Resources, reported that said Committee in 
session had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House 
with a favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and placed 
on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 53. To amend Section 9-11-236, Code of Alabama 1975, as last amended, 
relating to the hunting, taking, catching, capturing, or killing of, or the possession 
of, certain protected birds or animals during closed hunting season, so as to 
further prohibit the possession thereof; to provide for certain specific prohibitions 
and penalties relating to hunting, taking, catching, capturing, killing, or the 
possession of, wild turkey; and to expressly repeal Section 9-11-239, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the hunting, pursuit, capture, or killing of certain wild 
turkey and deer. 


H. 77. To amend Section 2-5-4, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the 
administrator of the farmers’ market authority, so as to authorize him to appoint 
and set the salary of a secretary within or without the merit system. 


H. 138. To provide for a special lifetime hunting, fishing, and combination 
license for sixty-four year old residents. 


H. 368. To appropriate from the general fund of the state treasury the sum 
of $1,000,000.00 for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1991, to the Department 
of Agriculture and Industries Agricultural Development Services Program which 
sum shall be allocated to the Boll Weevil Eradication Foundation for use in boll 
weevil eradication; to provide that such appropriation shall be supplemental. 


H. 362. To expressly repeal Section 9-11-49.2, Code of Alabama 1975, 
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relating to treatment of certain nonresident individual Alabama property owners 
as Alabama residents for the purpose of procuring certain hunting licenses. 


H. 365. To provide for and require a “commercial party boat" license for 
certain fishing boats; to provide that persons fishing on said boats may do so and 
may land certain fish, without a fishing license; to provide for the application for 
and issuance of said licenses; to prohibit the transter of, borrowing of, lending of 
or alteration of, said licenses; to prohibit the back-dating of said licenses; to pro- 
vide for an annual expiration date for said licenses; to provide misdemeanor 
penalties for the violation of this act; to provide for the remittance of and use of 
license revenues; and to provide for an effective date of this act. 


Representative McDowell, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Consti-- 
tution and Elections, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 352. To amend Section 17-8-25, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the 
number of ballots to be provided for each voting place, so as to decrease the 
required number. 


H. 389. To amend Section 29-2-51 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
the permanent legislative committee on reapportionment so as to provide further 
for additional at-large members. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 367. To authorize the State Industrial Development Authority to sell and 
issue, from time to time, up to $100,000,000 in principal amount of its bonds in 
addition to those heretofore authorized to be issued by it, provided not more than 
$10,000,000 in aggregate amount shall be issued in any two-year period and not 
more than $40,000,000 in aggregate principal amount shall be outstanding at any 
one time; to expand certain powers and duties of the Authority, including the 
power to make grants from the proceeds of the said additional bonds to certain 
grantees, subject to certain limitations, for the purpose of paying costs of 
preparation of sites for use by certain enterprises; to provide that the Authority 
may issue and sell such bonds for the purpose of making the said grants; to pro- 
vide for the execution, form and terms of such bonds and for the terms of sale 
thereof; to provide that such bonds and the income therefrom shall be exempt 
from taxation, that such bonds may be used to secure deposits of funds of the state 
and its political subdivisions, instrumentalities and agencies, shall be legal for 
investment of fiduciary funds and funds of the Teachers’ Retirement System of 
Alabama, the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, and the State Insurance 
Fund, and shall not create an obligation or debt of the state; to provide for the 
deposit,investment and disposition of the proceeds of the sale of the bonds of the 
Authority; to make an appropriation and pledge of funds from the special tax 
levied by Sections 40-25-2 and 40-25-23, Code of Alabama 1975, to the extent 
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necessary to pay the principal of and interest on bonds of the Authority; to autho- 
rize the Authority to pledge the funds so appropriated for the payment of the 
principal of and Interest on its bonds; to provide that such principal and interest 
shall be payable solely from the funds so appropriated; and to provide that the 
state treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the Authority. 


H. 78. To amend Sections 8-20-4, 8-20-5, 8-20-7, 8-20-9 and 8-20-11, Code of 
Alabama 1975, which relate to the Motor Vehicle Franchise Act, so as to provide 
further for unfair and deceptive trade practices, terminations and nonrenewals of 
franchise relationships, the warranty obligations to dealers and the amount of civil 
damages. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, with amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on 
the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 118. (With Amendments): To provide for licensure and regulation of the 
home building industry; to provide for examination and issuance of licenses; to 
provide for the Home Builders Licensure Board; to provide for licensing fees and 
penalties for violations; to authorize said board to prescribe administrative rules 
and regulations; to provide fer revocation of licenses; to prescribe appellate 
procedure for board decisions and to exempt certain persons and entities from this 
act. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 378. To require that an applicant who offers himself to vote at a polling 
place to show some form of identification that he is the person on that polling 
place’s list of qualified voters; to require the election official to check if an appli- 
cant to vote has already voted by absentee ballot; to prohibit a person from voting 
more than once in the same election; to prohibit the use of false identification to 
vote when or where an individual is not qualified; and to provide for criminal 
penalties for election officials and other persons who violate the provisions of this 
act. 


H. 33. To amend Section 37-3-4, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to include 
certain motor carriers who transport certain property in open-top dump vehicles 
to the exemptions contained therein. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, with amendment, and they were severally read a second time 
and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 411. (With Amendment): To provide for a means to safeguard the public 
against injury and loss of life or the interruption of public services caused by 
damage to various underground facilities by communicating and coordinating 
adequate prior notification of excavation or demolition activities that might 
damage or interrupt services provided by certain underground facilities; to 
prohibit certain activities without first having ascertained the !ocation of any 
potentially affected underground facilities; to prescribe procedures for notification 
of an intent to undertake certain activities; to prescribe certain activities to be 
included in an underground damage prevention program; to authorize formation 
of a public corporation for a statewide "One-Call Notification System" and to 
provide for its directors, powers and general administrative procedures; to 
prescribe procedures for response to both emergency and routine notification and 
for reporting damage resulting from certain activities; to prescribe civil penalties 
for violations and exceptions to such penalties; to provide for the liberal construc- 
tion and severability of any part of this act and to provide that this act shall 
become effective on January 1, 1992. 


H. 24. (With Amendment): To amend Section 6-5-332.1, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to immunity from liability for certain persons assisting in mitigating 
the effects of a hazardous waste discharge, so as to include members of emergency 
planning groups within such immunity. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to- 
wit: 


H. 85. Relating to immunity from civil liability while in volunteer service 
without compensation for a nonprofit organization or corporation or governmental 
entity; to provide that any public or community service volunteer without compen- 
sation shall be immune from civil liability in any civil action on the basis of any 
act or omission of such volunteer resulting in damage or injury if said volunteer 
was acting in good faith within the scope of his official functions and such damage 
or injury was not caused by willful and wanton misconduct; to provide that the 
responsibility of an established act or omission of a volunteer shall be the responsi- 
bility of the principal organization under the doctrine of "respondeat superior"; 
and to provide for certain exceptions in the event of a motor vehicle accident 
where the volunteer is negligent and is covered by insurance. 


Representative Gullatt, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was 
read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 196. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
creating the Alabama Stadium and Exposition District, defining its boundaries, 
objects, purposes, powers, duties and authority; and providing for the 
construction, financing, maintenance and operation of the facilities of said District 
and the administration and government thereof. 
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The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Constitu- 
tion. 


Representative Gullatt, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
substitute and amendment, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 111. (With Substitute) (With Amendment): To provide that no adult 
having control of a residence shall allow an open house party in certain instances; 
to provide certain exceptions; to provide certain penalties and to provide for a 
particular effective date. 


Representative Gullatt, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Government, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following 
bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they 
were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 175. Proposing an amendment to Amendment No. 425 to the Constitution 
of Alabama 1901, ratified on November 17, 1982, relating to mode of adoption of 
proposed constitutional amendments affecting only one county, so as to provide 
further for the mode of adopting such amendments affecting only one county 
under certain conditions. 


The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the Constitu- 
tion. 


H. 173. To amend Sections 11-43-41 and 11-43-42, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to the procedure for filling vacancies in the offices of certain city officials, 
so as to provide further for such precedure. 

Representative Fuller, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read 
a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 90. To provide that certain persons who were residents of the State of 
Alabama and deployed to the Persian Gulf War shall be given credit for tuition 
paid at any public institution of higher education, four-year college, junior college, 
vocational or technical school operated by the State of Alabama prior to such 
deployment. 


Representative Fuller, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 106. (With Amendment): To require all public schools to designate a 
time each school day for the Pledge of Allegiance to the flag of the United States. 
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H. 54. (With Amendment): To amend section 31-2-13, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to paid leave of absence for military duty for up to 21 working days 
per year, so as to authorize public and private employers to extend paid leave and 
benefits for its employees beyond said 21 day limit, and to retroactively validate 
and authorize any such action taken by an employer on or after October 1, 1990, 
by making the effective date of this act retroactive to October 1, 1990. 


Representative Fuller, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Military 
Affairs, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 52. To amend Sections 32-6-290, 32-6-291 and 32-6-292, Code of 
Alabama 1975, relating to the issuance of distinctive "retired military" motor 
vehicle license plates by certain qualified military retirees, so as to authorize the 
surviving spouse of a deceased military retiree to purchase such license plates. 


H. 66. To amend Section 31-2-13, Code of Alabama 1975, regarding paid 
leave for military service for up to 21 working days per year; so as to authorize 
certain public employers, in their discretion, to extend such paid benefits as herein 
provided for combat duty retroactive to October 1, 1990, for service in the Persian 
Gulf conflict or war. 


Representative Ford, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Tourism, 
Entertainment and Sports, reported that said Committee in session had acted on 
the following bill and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
with substitute and amendments, and it was read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 366. (With Substitute) (With Amendments): To amend Chapter 65 of 
Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, which relates to horse racing and pari- 
mutuel wagering thereon in Class 1 municipalities, for the following purposes: to 
make certain legislative findings concerning the experience of the state’s only 
Class 1 municipality with horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and the 
economic desirability of authorizing greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon in a Class 1 municipality (now defined by statute to be a city with a 
population of 300,000 inhabitants or more as certified by the 1970 decennial 
census); to define the particular terms to be used in said Chapter 65 as amended 
by this act; to authorize a Class 1 municipality (the "sponsoring municipality") to 
incorporate a racing commission with power to license and regulate horse racing 
and pari-mutuel wagering thereon or greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon or both; to provide that a racing commission incorporated pursuant to said 
Chapter 65 will be subject to the jurisdiction of the state ethics commission; to 
define a host county for a racing commission as the county in which a majority of 
the residents of the sponsoring municipality reside and to provide that a racing 
commission incorporated for a sponsoring municipality will have power to license 
and regulate racing and wagering activities only in the part of such sponsoring 
municipality that is located in the host county; to provide for elections in the host 
county to authorize the incorporation of a racing commission and to determine the 
powers thereof; to amend said Chapter 65 concerning the appointment of certain 
members of a racing commission and the appointment of deputy members by 
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certain members; to provide alternative arrangements for the appointment of the 
treasurer of a commission; to amend said Chapter 65 concerning the powers and 
duties of a racing commission and to impose certain limitations on such powers 
and duties respecting the confidentiality of information pertaining to a ticensed 
operator and the rights of such operator to conduct its business under the supervi- 
sion of the commission; to provide conditions relating to the award and use of 
licenses for horse racing, greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to 
authorize retroactively and ratify the action of an existing racing commission in 
entering into a contract to grant a prospective licensee a license for greyhound 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon prior to the legislative enactment of the 
commission’s authority to grant such license; to modify the provisions of said 
Chapter 65 respecting a license to own or use a horse racing facility; to modify the 
application and review procedure for granting an operator’s license to reflect the 
additional power and duty of a commission to license and regulate greyhound 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to modify the terms of an operator’s 
license concerning its periodic review and revocation, the allowance of successive 
three year renewal terms after the initial term of 20 years, and the scheduling and 
conducting of licensed activities; to modify the ownership requirements applicable 
to holders of horse racing facility licenses and holders of operator’s licenses to 
conduct horse racing or greyhound racing; to modify the procedure of a 
commission for reviewing and granting permits for persons to work at a racing 
facility; to provide for judges for greyhound racing and to modify the appointment 
procedure for stewards for horse racing; to authorize and provide rules for the 
conduct of pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing events; to specify the 
minimum proportionate amounts of the deposits to pari-mutuel pools for grey- 
hound racing that are to be distributed to the holders of winning pari-mutuel 
tickets; to provide for the payment of license fees for pari-mutucl wagering on 
greyhound racing by each licensed operator to the racing commission licensing 
such operator and to specify the methods for determining the amounts of such fees 
and the schedule on which such fees shall be payable; to provide for a greyhound 
racing operator to hold commission racing days in each calendar year with the 
profits therefrom to go to the commission or charitable organizations designated 
by the commission; to provide that horse racing or greyhound racing cvents 
conducted outside the sponsoring municipality may be televised to a racing facility 
under the jurisdiction of a commission and made the subject of pari-mutuel wager- 
ing for which the pari-mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their bets at 
the racing facility under the jurisdiction of a commission and bettors placing their 
bets at other locations in the state or in other states; to provide that horse racing 
or greyhound racing events conducted at a racing facility under the jurisdiction of 
a commission may be televised to other locations in the state or in other states and 
made the subject of pari-mutuel wagering for which the pari-mutuel pools may 
include both bettors placing their bets at the racing facility under the jurisdiction 
of a commission and bettors placing their bets at other locations to which such 
racing events are televised; to modify the purposes for which the net revenues of a 
racing commission remaining after the payment of its expenses are to be applied 
and to provide for the disbursement of such net revenues for such purposes; to 
modify the prohibitions of said Chapter 65 against certain activities so as to make 
such prohibitions applicable to greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon; to modify the penalties for certain prohibited activities concerning racing 
and pari-mutuel wagering; in the event that a stale racing commission shall be 
established at any time, to provide in such event that any racing commission 
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created under said Chapter 65 and its license for both horse racing and grey- 
hound racing shall be exempt from the jurisdiction of such state racing 
commission and from all laws providing for or relating to such state racing 
commission; to provide that the provisions of said Chapter 65 as modified by the 
act shall be severable; and to provide for such other matters as are necessary to 
authorize, regulate, license, administer and supervise both horse racing and pari- 
mutuel wagering thereon and greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering there- 
on in Class 1 municipalities. 


Representative Bowling, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 200. Relating to Blount County; reimbursing said county for lost revenues 
on property purchased by another county’s municipal or county entity. 


H. 201. Relating to Blount County; prohibiting the Birmingham Water 
Works Board from denying Blount County residents access to facilities built by 
said board for recreational purposes in Blount County and providiuy for Blount 
County to retain all rights for future water supplies from lakes in said county.

Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read a 
second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 88. To create the Catastrophic Trust Fund for Special Education to be 
administered by the State Department of Education tor the purpose of assisting 
local education agencies in providing special education and related services to 
children with disabilities in catastrophic cases, and to further provide that 
unencumbered portions of the funds remain in the Catastrophic Trust Fund for 
Special Education for future use in such cases. 
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Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 422. (With Amendment): To exempt employees from paying any occupa- 
tional tax or similar charge on any vacation, sick leave, expense allowances, 
insurance or other fringe benefits of monetary value which are not salaries or 
wages, whether accrued or otherwise; and to provide retroactive effect to 1983.

To amend further Code of Alabama 1975, Section 32-5-313, relating 
to penalties for traffic infractions to provide funding for the driver education and 
training fund the Alabama college system truck driver training consortium fund, 
the catastrophic trust fund for special education, the Alabama traffic safety center 
fund and the state safety coordinating committee, so as to increase the penalty and 
to provide further for the distribution of funds. 


Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 80. (With Amendment): Denying any state tax exemptions or deductions 
to any private club that discriminates against any person on the basis of race, 
color, sex, creed or previous condition of servitude and requiring firms, 
individuals and corporations to disclose to the state revenue department certain 
membership dues paid to such private clubs.

To amend Section 41-4-113 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
the department of finance’s procedures for obtaining supplies or materials for 
state departments, so as to provide further for such procedures. 


H. 21. To amend Section 41-16-24 of the Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
bids on public contracts, so as to provide for trade-in value to be credited against 
cost of certain replacement property. 


H. 419. To make a supplemental appropriation from the Farmers’ Market 
Authority Fund to the Farmers’ Market Authority for the sum of two hundred 
thirty-eight thousand five hundred and fifty dollars ($238,550) for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1991. 


H. 351. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, as 
amended, to provide that every mayor, sheriff and elected county official shall be 
entitled to participate in the Employees’ Retirement System of Alabama, its 
successor state employee retirement system, or any municipal or county retirement 
system in which the employees of such official’s respective municipality or county 
may participate and such official’s participation shall be upon the same terms and 
conditions as may be specified by law or regulation from time to time for the 
respective municipal or county employees, as the case may be, participating in 
such retirement system.

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Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 548. (With Amendment): To amend Act No. 90-764 passed in the 1990 
Regular Session which makes appropriations for ordinary expenses of the 
executive, legislative and judicial departments of the State by reducing the appro- 
priation from the State General Fund to the Administrative Office of Courts and 
increasing the appropriation from the State General Fund to the Departmental 
Emergency Fund for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1991.

additional three years, or the period allowed by law for the commencement of 
such action if it be less than three years, after release from prison, to commence a 
civil action, to make entry on land or to enter a defense founded on the title to 
real property, since inmates in all state penal institutions now have access to law 
libraries, administrative remedies and access to courts available.

(With Amendment): To amend Sections 36-25-1 and 36-25-14, Code 
of Alabama 1975, which relate to the filing of statements of economic interests, so 
as to provide further for those officials required to file said statement. 


H. 42. (With Amendment): To provide that appeals from death sentence 
cases and from post conviction writs involving such cases shall be directly to the 
Alabama Supreme Court; to amend Sections 12-3-9 and 13A-5-53, Code of 
Alabama 1975; and to provide that the Alabama Supreme Court shall amend the 
Alabama Rules of Appetlate Procedure to accommodate and reflect the provisions 
of this act.

punishment for violation of the confidentiality of all tax returns and information 
secured by the Department of Revenue; to amend Section 40-1-33, Code of

appointment of special probate judges to consider, hear and enter appropriate 
orders with regard to the renewal of commitment orders; to allow the transfer of a 
respondent committed to inpatient treatment to another treatment facility; to grant 
all persons acting in good faith in connection with the evaluation, examination, 
certification, testing, admission, detention, treatment or discharge of any 
respondent, freedom from all civil liability by reason of such action; to specifically 
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repeal sections 22-52-1 and 22-52-10 of the Code of Alabama 1975; and to provide 
for an effective date. 


H. 424. To amend Section 15-18-8, Code of Alabama 1975, so as to provide 
that commitment of a convicted defendant to a mental health facility shall be for 
appropriate clinical purposes only and shall be based on a finding by the court 
that the defendant meets the criteria for involuntary civil commitment in the state 
of Alabama. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with amendment, 
and it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 425. (With Amendment): To amend Section 22-50-62, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to disclosure of information by the department of mental health and 
mental retardation, so as to provide that the proceedings, minutes, records, 
operations and reports of certain internal committees and programs of the 
department will be privileged and may not be disclosed or obtained except under 
extraordinary circumstances. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 437. (With Substitute): To require all persons 16 years of age or older to 
present certification of completion of an approved hunter education course prior 
to obtaining a hunting license and provides penalties for violations. 


Representative Carothers, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Health, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


To amend Sections 16-47-124 and 16-47-125, Code of Alabama 1975, 
relating to medical scholarship awards; to provide for rural incentive loans for 
medical students willing to provide medical care in the underserved rural areas of 
the state; and to authorize the Board of Medical Scholarship Awards to establish 
the criteria of eligibility. 


H. 388. To amend Sections 32-6-231, 32-6-232 and 32-6-233 of the Code of 
Alabama 1975, so as to provide for the issuance of distinctive license decals and 
placards to certain individuals, agencies, nursing homes, churches and charitable 
institutions transporting one or more handicapped individuals for use in parking 
spaces reserved for handicapped individuals. 


H. 505. To amend Section 9-11-244, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to the 
taking of certain protected birds or animals by bait, so as to provide for an 
exception for certain hunting of migratory birds. 
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H. 523. Relating to nuisances; to provide that a solid waste landfill located 
within a distance of one mile of a geologic area having multiple sink holes or 
located within one mile of a private or public aquifer or source of drinking water 
is deemed to be a nuisance; to provide for remedies for the abatement of any such 
public nuisance; and to provide for remedies for the abatement of any such 
private nuisance. 


S. 110. To amend Section 34-24-80 and Section 34-24-83, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the evaluation by the State Board of Medical Examiners of 
Colleges of Medicine located outside of the United States and the District of 
Columbia, so as to provide further for such evaluation and the licensing of 
graduates of such schools. 


Representative Zoghby, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Banking, 
reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 477. To authorize state agencies an administrative option to require the 
timely electronic remittance of immediately available funds by any person, corpo- 
ration or partnership required to satisfy an obligation due any agency of the state 
of Alabama amounting to one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000) or more 
effective January 1, 1992, fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) or more effective

Relating to the administration of fiduciary accounts by duly 
authorized banks and trust companies by requiring timely investment of idle 
funds, by setting a quality standard, requiring a reasonable rate of return, 
providing for compensation and providing for the application of this act to 
fiduciary accounts now existing or hereafter created. 


S. 135. To amend Section 11-81-21, Code of Alabama 1975, relating to 
investment of municipal or county funds, so as to permit municipal and county 
funds to be invested in certain open-end or closed-end investment trusts which are 
invested in direct obligations of the United States of America or repurchase 
agreements respecting such U. S. obligations. 


S. 86. Relating to motor vehicles so as to provide that a transaction does not 
create a sale or security interest merely because the transaction provides that the 
rental price may be adjusted by reference to the amount realized upon sale or 
other disposition of the motor vehicle; to provide for severability of the provisions 
of this act; to provide for repeal of conflicting laws; and to provide for an effective 
date. 


Representative Parker (P), Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Education, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and they were 
severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 413. To amend Sections 16-28-3, 16-28-7, 16-28-9, and 16-28-11, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, relating to compulsory school attendance, enrollment, and 
reporting so as to lower the minimum compulsory attendance age from seven to 
age six and to require kindergarten. 


H. 346. To require the reasonable posting of personnel vacancy notices by 
certain political subdivisions of the state before such personnel positions are to be 
filled. 


H. 150. Relating to the county superintendent of education; amending 
Section 16-9-24 of the Code of Alabama 1975, to remove the requirement that he 
is required to maintain an office in the county seat. 


H. 359. To repeal Sections 16-9-5, 16-9-6 and 16-9-7 of the Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to the nomination by political parties, primary election to nominate 
and instructions on the ballot of county superintendents of education. 


H. 369. To amend Sections 16-28-3, 16-28-7, 16-28-9, and 16-28-11, Code of 
Alabama, 1975, relating to compulsory school attendance, enrollment, and 
reporting so as to lower the minimum compulsory attendance age from seven to 
age five.

H. 386. Relating to al! civil actions in tort, contract or otherwise against 
materialmen who provide labor, material and supplies used in the construction of 
an improvement on or to real property; to provide a definite statute of limitations 
of three years after a cause of action accrues or arises in all such actions; to 
provide a bar to relief for all causes of action and to all rights of action which 
accrue more than seven years after the substantial completion of construction of 
an improvement on or to the real property; to provide for an exception to the bar 
to relief with respect to actions accruing more than seven years after the 
substantial completion of construction of an improvement on or to real property 
where there is a written express warranty or indemnity which by the written 
terms thereof shall extend beyond the period of seven years; to provide when a 
cause of action accrues or arises; to provide that this act applies to causes of 
action which have accrued prior to its effective date; to provide that this act does 
not create any cause of action against materialmen or any other person; to define 
terms; and to repeal all conflicting laws.

H. 343. (With Amendment): To amend Section 32-5-76, Code of Alabama 
1975, relating to spilling of loads on to highways, so as to prohibit persons hauling 
uncovered garbage, paper or litter. 


Representative Hooper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on 
Commerce, Transportation and Utilities, reported that said Committee in session 
had acted on the following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a 
favorable report, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 450. To further provide for property assessments and ad valorem taxes, 
so as to allow credit on certain ad valorem taxes owed by owners on property and 
housing for certain elderly, disabled and families of low or moderate income who

certain rights, privileges, powers, property, liabilities and duties.

H. 115. Relating to taxation in Etowah County; authorizing the Etowah 
County Commission to levy either a county gasoline tax not to exceed a certain 
amount that would remain in effect indefinitely or to levy a certain sales and use 
tax that would only be in effect from its imposition date until December 31, 1995, 
providing that whichever county tax is imposed shall be administered, entorced 
and collected as provided by law by the state revenue department under terms of 
contract with the county; providing for enforcement penalties; and providing that 
the proceeds of the revenue raised from whichever tax is so imposed shall be 
deposited in a special fund in the county treasury to be expended for construction 
and maintenance of a county jail and renovation of the existing county courthouse. 


H. 116. Relating to Etowah County; authorizing the Etowah County 
Commission to levy a user fee on the issuance of all motor vehicle license tags for 
passenger automobiles and trucks of any nature in addition to any and all other 
charges, costs, taxes or fees levied thereon; and providing for the payment, 
collection and distribution of the net revenues from such user fees. 


H. 130. Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
providing for the election of the members of the board of education in the City of 
Attalla, Alabama.

The above bill was read a second time at length as required by the 
Constitution. 


Representative Bowling, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation No. 1, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the 
following bills and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, 
and they were severally read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 
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H. 312. Relating to St. Clair County; to provide for the operation of bingo 
games for prizes or money only by qualified organizations for bona fide 
charitable, educational or other lawful purposes; to provide for permits or 
licenses, applications, forms and contents to operate bingo; to provide for special 
permits or licenses; to prohibit certain activities and impose special requirements; 
to provide for fees and expenses; to provide for the disposition of proceeds; to 
provide for the operation of bingo; to provide for the keeping of records and their 
inspection; to provide for the issuance and revocation of permits or licenses; to 
provide for supervision by the circuit court; to provide for certain powers and 
duties of the sheriff; to provide for penalties and forfeitures; and to provide that 
this act shall become effective upon the adoption of an amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama of 1901 authorizing bingo in St. Clair County.

County Commission to cal! for a referendum election on the question of location or 
acceptance of any privately-owned or controlled regional landfill within the 
county prior to such operation, location or acceptance; and providing severability 
and effective date.

Subsequent to such election 
and the incorporation of The Birmingham Racing Commission, the City of 
Birmingham annexed territory located in a county other than Jefferson County, 
but no election has ever been held in such county authorizing The Birmingham 
Racing Commission to license and regulate horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon in that part of the City of Birmingham located in such county, and no 
provision was made in Act No. 84-131 for holding such an election after the 
incorporation of The Birmingham Racing Commission. As a consequence of these 
circumstances, horse racing _ and pari-mutuel wagering thereon is legal only for

of the residents of the city reside, as determined by the most recent federal 
decennial census, Although this chapter and amendments thereto constitute 
general laws applicable to Class 1 municipalities, as of the date of these legislative 
findings, this chapter applies only to the City of Birmingham, as the sole Class 1 
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municipality, and notice of the intention to apply for the enactment of this chapter 

or_ amendments thereto must be published in accordance with section 106 of the 
Constitution of Alabama, as amended, in the county or counties where the matter 
or thing to be affected may be situated. As of the date of these legislative findings,

(d) Pursuant to Act No. 84-131, The Birmingham Racing Commission issued 
an_owner’s license for the ownership of a horse racing facility located in both the 
City of Birmingham and _ Jefferson County, and an operator’s license to conduct 
horse racing and pari-mutuel_ wagering thereon at such racing facility. The 
holders of such licenses, together with related business entities, made a capital 
investment of more than $60,000,000 in order to provide a facility for horse 
racing, and the City of Birmingham and other local governmental entities addi- 
i 1 i n 


public improvements necessary for the use of such facility. 


(e) Although Act No. 84- ac i 

could _grant_an owner’s or operator’s license for horse racing only to an entity 
which was entirely owned, either directly or indirectly, by natural persons who 
had been residents of the state for a period of five years next preceding the date 
of application for such licenses, the legislature in 1987, the first_year that horse 
racing was conducted under licenses from The Birmingham Racing Commission 
enacted Act No. 87-615 to liberalize the Alabama residence requirements and 
thereby permit the horse racing licensees to obtain additional investment capital 
from out-of-state sources. The economic failure of horse racing in the City of 
Birmingham, together with the consequent need of the horse racing licensees for 
additional capital, became readil arent soon after the commencement of horse 
racing. The enactment of Act No. 87-615 constituted a remedial response of the 
legislature to that problem, 


(f) ‘The horse racing licensees of The Birmingham Racing Commission were 
unsuccessful in their efforts to obtain. additional financing in the needed amount, 


horse racing licensees filed petitions for relief under the United States Bankruptcy 
Code in the United States Bankruptcy Court for the Northern District of Alabama 


the "bankruptcy court"), which court, as of the date of these legislative findings 
retains jurisdiction over their affairs. 


(g) Despite the effort of The Birmingham Racing Commission to revoke the 


operator’s license for horse racing originally granted by that commission, the 


bankruptcy court has determined such license to be property of the bankruptcy 
estate of the horse racing licensees and has enjoined the revocation of such license. 
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In_1989, the bankruptcy court approved a plan of reorganization which provided 
for the management of the Birmingham racing facility by a company having 
national experience in the management of pari-mutuel racing facilities and for the 
funding by such company of operating expenses necessary to conduct horse rac- 
ing. As part of the plan of such reorganization and pursuant to order by the 
bankruptcy court, The Birmingham Racing Commission permitted such company 
to conduct horse racing through an arrangement making use of the original horse 
racing licenses granted by the commission. Horse racing was conducted in 
Birmingham during 1989 and 1990 pursuant to the aforesaid plan of 
reorganization, but the management company has reported that its efforts to 
continue horse racing under that plan have resulted in losses of more than 
$6,500,000. As a consequence of such losses and the demonstrated lack of finan- 
fi 


i ey a a % . ne

(h) As a consequence of the original plan of reorganization being no longer 
viable, the horse racing licensees of The Birmingham Racing Commission have 
filed with the bankruptcy court, and the bankruptcy court has confirmed, a 
modified plan of reorganization which is based on the premise that horse racing 
alone cannot be conducted with economic success at the Birmingham racing facili- 
ty and that the relatively lower operating costs of greyhound racing, together with 
he greater interest of th lic_in_pari-mutuel ering on greyhound r 
will enable the Birmingham racing _facilit reopened and ssfull 
operated as a greyhound racing facility.

pari-mutuel wagering at facilities located only in widely separated areas of the 
State. 


(j) The legislature has heretofore authorized horse racing and pari-mutuel 
thereon only in a Class 1 municipality because the size and cost of horse 


racing facilities, the magnitude of public attendance required for the successful

of America, the state, any county or municipality in the state, or any 
instrumentality, agency or subdivision of any of the foregoing, shall be eligible for 
appointment as a member or deputy member of a commission. Service by any 
person as a member, director, trustee or other participant in the management or 
administration of any governmental agency, board or commission, or public 
educational institution, or other public body of the United States of America, the 
state, or any county or municipality or other political subdivision shall not render 
such person ineligible for appointment as a member of a commission unless such 
service constitutes full-time employment. Each appointed member shall be of good 
moral character and shall never have been convicted of a felony or other offense 
involving moral turpitude. Each appointed member of a commission shall make 
and submit to the appointing officer or jegislative delegation responsible for his or 
her appointment an affidavit confirming his or her qualifications, as set forth in 
the preceding provisions of this subsection (df), to serve as a member of a 
commission, which affidavit shall be filed with the secretary of state along with 
the aforesaid certificate evidencing such appointment. Any appointed member of a 
commission who in such affidavit intentionally makes a false statement of material 
fact or intentionally fails to disclose any information necessary to make any 
statement of materia! fact made therein not misleading shall be guilty of perjury 
and shall be subject to prosecution and punishment therefor in the same manner 
as if he had committed perjury as a witness in open court. 


(g)te) Any person who is an appointed member of a commission shall be 
deemed to vacate his or her office as such member by (1) the acceptance of any 
office or employment which, had such person held such office or been so employed 
at the time of his or her appointment as a member, would have rendered such 
person ineligible for appointment as a member or (2) the occurrence of any event 
or circumstance involving the character of such person which, had such event or 
circumstance occurred prior to the time of his or her appointment as a member, 
would have precluded such appointment. Any appointed member may be 
impeached and removed from office as a member of a commission in the same 
manner and on the same grounds provided in section 175 of the Constitution of 
Alabama ef+964, or successor provision thereof, and the general !aws of the state 
for impeachment and removal of the public officers subject to said section 175 or 
successor provision thereof. The mayor or other chief executive officer of the 
sponsoring municipality and the president or other designated presiding officer of 
the county commission of the host county may not be impeached and removed 
from otfice as a member of a commission apart from their impeachment and 
removal from the their respective offices by virtue of which, ex officio, they serve 
as members.” 


Section 6. Incorporation of Commission. Section 11-65-6, Code of Alabama 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-6. Incorporation of commission. 


The five persons initially designated as members of a commission shall 
become a corporation with the power and authority provided in this chapter by 
proceeding according to the provisions of this chapter. To become a corporation, 
the persons so designated shall present to the secretary of state an application 
signed by them which shall contain the following: 
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(1) A statement that the applicants propose to incorporate a commission 
pursuant to this chapter; 


(2) The name and principal residence of each of the applicants; 


(3) The date on which each applicant who is not an ex officio member was 
appointed as a member and the expiration date of the term for which he was 
appointed; 


(4) The term of office for each applicant who is an ex officio member; 


(5) The name of the proposed corporation, which shall be the "tThe 
[name of the sponsoring municipality] rRacing eCommission"; 


(6) The location of the principal office of the proposed corporation, which 
shall be in the sponsoring municipality; and 


(7) Any other matter relating to such commission which the applicants may 
choose to insert and which is not inconsistent with this chapter or the laws of 
the state. 


The application shall be subscribed and sworn to by each of the applicants 
before an officer authorized by the laws of the state to take acknowledgments to 
deeds. The secretary of state shall examine the application and determine if the 

certificate of the appropriate election officials has been filed with his office, as 
required by section 11-65-4, contirming the results of the election which authorizes 
the incorporation of the commission and empowers it to license and regulate 
racing activities and pari-mutuel wagering thereon.; and ilf the secretary of state 
finds that it the application for incorporation of a commission substantially 
complies with the requirements of this section and that the certified results of the 
election show the required approval for such incorporation, he shall receive, file 
and record it such application in an appropriate book of records in his office. 


When the application has been made, filed and recorded as herein provided, 
the applicants shall constitute a corporation under the name stated in the 
application, without the necessity of any further action under any other laws of 
the state applicable to the creation of corporations, and the secretary of state shall 
make and issue to the applicants a certificate of incorporation pursuant to this 
chapter, under the great seal of the state, and shall record the certificate with the 
application and the certificate of election results. There shall be no fees paid to the 
secretary of state for any work done in connection with the incorporation or

Section 7. General Provisions Respecting Members of Commission. Section 
11-65-7, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-7. General provisions respecting members of commission. 


No member shal! vote on or participate in the discussion or consideration of 
any matter coming before a commission in which he, his immediate family, or any 
business enterprise with which he is associated has any direct or indirect pecuni- 
ary interest; provided, however, that when any such matter is brought before a 
commission, any member having an interest therein which may be in conflict with 
his obligations as a member shall immediately make a complete disclosure to such 
commission of any direct or indirect pecuniary interest he may have in such 
matter prior to removing himself and withdrawing from the commission’s 
deliberations and vote on the matter presented. In furtherance, and not in limita- 
tion of the foregoing provision, no member or employee of a commission, and no 
spouse, child, parent, brother or sister of any such member or employee, (1) shall 
have any financial interest, direct or indirect, in any horse—racetraek racing 
facility, business or operation imeidentattherete which is subject to the provisions 
of this chapter, or in any entity which has submitted an application for a license 
under this chapter, or in the operation of any wagering authorized under this 
chapter, (2) shal! be an employee of any licensee or permit _holder_of the 
commission, or (23) shall participate as the owner of a any horse or greyhound 
Participating in any race or otherwise be interested in the outcome of as-a-eontes- 
tantin any race subject to the jurisdiction of a commission or have any pecuniary 
interest in the purse or prize contested for in any such race. No appointed member 
or officer of a commission (e.g., any member or officer of a commission who does 
not serve as such by reason of his holding another office), no employee of a 
commission, and no spouse, child, parent, brother or sister of any such appointed 
member or officer or of any such employee, shall make, or cause to be made on 
his or her behalf, any contribution to any holder of any office of the state or any 
office of the sponsoring municipality or the host county of such commission or any 
contribution to any candidate for any such office. 


The mayor or other chief executive officer of the sponsoring municipality 
and the president or other designated presiding officer of the county commission 
of the host county shall perform the duties of a members of a commission, ex 
officio, without any compensation other than that to which they are respectively 
entitled as such municipal or county officers, and any member of a commission 
who is appointed by either of such officials pursuant to the provisions of section 
11-65-5 and who is a member of the governing body of the sponsoring municipali- 
ty or the host county shall likewise perform his or her duties as such_member 
without any compensation other than that to which he or she is entitled as a 
member of such municipal or county governing body. Except as otherwise provid- 
ed_in the preceding sentence and to the extent not in conflict with section 280 of 
the Constitution of Alabama, Aappointed members of a commission, including 


deputy members appointed pursuant to subsection (c) of section 11-65-5, shall be 
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entitled to such compensation for their services as the Commission shall from time 
to time provide by duly adopted resolution, provided that no appointed member or 
deputy member of a commission shall receive more than $100.00 for each day or 
part thereof spent in the performance of his duties. Each member, whether 
appointed or serving ex officio, shall be reimbursed for his or her reasonable 
expenses incurred in the performance of his or her duties as a member of a 
commission. The compensation and expenses of members and deputy members 
shall be paid out of the funds of a commission in accordance with such rules as 
shall be from time to time adopted by such commission. 


A majority of the members (including any member represented by a deputy 
member) of a commission shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
by such commission, and, in the absence of a rule incorporated in the bylaws of a 
commission that, in certain circumstances, may require the favorable vote of a 
designated percentage of all the members of a commission, decisions shall be made 
on the basis of a majority of the quorum then present and voting, with each 
member to have a single vote. No vacancy in the membership of a commission or 
the voluntary disqualification or abstention of any member thereof shall impair 
the right of a quorum to exercise all of the powers and duties of the commission." 


Section 8. Officers of Commission, Section 11-65-8, Code of Alabama 1975, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-8. Officers of commission. 


The officers of a commission shall consist of a chairman, vice-chairman, 
executive secretary, treasurer and such other officers as the commission shall 
deem necessary or appropriate. The chairman and vice-chairman of a commission 
shall be elected by the commission from the membership thereof. The executive 
secretary shall be appointed as provided in section 11-65-10 hereof. Fhe A 
commission may appoint the principal financial officer of the sponsoring munici- 
pality Cra COMME ON Snet SerNe <a Otero as the treasurer of such commission or 
it ma oint its executive secretary as treasurer and combine the duties of the

Section 9. Treasurer of Commission. Section 11-65-9, Code of Alabama

"§11-05-9. Treasurer of commission; investment of funds of commission. 


The treasurer of a commission shall collect all the fees, commissions and 
other moneys provided for in this chapter, and shall supervise, check and audit 
the operation of the pari-mutuel wagering pools and the conduct and distribution 
thereof. Hire A commission may appoint the principal financial officer of a the

Section 10. Powers and Duties of Commission, Section 11-65-10, Code of 
Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§11-65-10. Powers and duties of commission. 


”~ When authorized by one or more elections as provided in section 11-65-4, 
a commission shall have the powers and duties necessary to license, regulate and 
supervise horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and greyhound racin 
and pari-mutuel wagering thereon within the commission municipal jurisdiction, 
betting—incidentat-therete;—including, without limiting the generality of the 
foregoing, the powers and duties hereinatter set forth in this section or in other 
sections of this chapter.

Section 19. Application to Acquire Interest in Operator. Section 11-65-22, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows:

A disqualified person may not acquire or hold an interest in atr-owtter a 
horse racing facility licensee or an operator. A commission may require that a 
disqualified person dispose of its interest in an—-ewner a horse racing facility 
licensee or an operator within a reasonable period of time provided that (i) the 
commission shall determine at a hearing that the owner of such interest is a 
disqualified person and (ii) the person who is alleged to be a disqualified person 
shall receive notice of and an opportunity to be heard at such hearing. Any 
person aggrieved by an action of a commission pursuant to this section 11-65-22 
may appeal to the circuit court of the host county pursuant to section 11-65-12.

Upon any showing of 
clear and convincing evidence that any person is a disqualified person and has 
acquired and continues to hold stock or any other interest in an-ewner a horse 
racing facility licensee or an operator, the circuit court shall order such 
disqualified person to dispose of such stock or other interest within a reasonable 
period of time. 


In determining a reasonable period of time for the disposition by a 
disqualified person of any stock or other interest in an-ewner a horse racing 
facility licensee or an operator, the commission or the circuit court, as the case 
may be, shall take into account the facts and circumstances which justify the 
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determination that the owner of such stock or other interest is a disqualified 
person, and if the status of any disqualified person results from any event or 
condition referred to in any of subparagraphs a, b, c, or d of section 
11-65-2(a)(9}(11), the commission or the circuit court, as the case may be, shall 
order the disposition of such stock or other interest as quickly as shall be consis- 
tent with justice, and if either the commission or the circuit court determines that

track enclosure for either horse racing or greyhound racing in any capacity other 
than as a spectator, unless such person or the firm, corporation or partnership 
employing such person possesses a permit therefor from the appropriate 
commission and complies with the provisions of this chapter and all reasonable 
rules and regulations of such commission. No permit issued under this section shall 
be transferable. 


The provisions of this section which require a concessionaire (other than the 
operator) to obtain a permit from the appropriate commission in order to operate 
a business selling food, beverages, souvenirs or other merchandise to persons 
attending racing events shall not be construed to permit any the commission to 
charge a concessionaire any license or permit fees measured by its gross revenues 
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or to derive any economic benefit from the operations of such concessionaires 
other than the permit fees authorized by section 11-65-24, it being expressly 
provided that the horse racing facility licensee ewner and the operators for each 
racing facility shall have the exclusive rights (as they may by contract allocate 
such rights among themselves) to determine the business conditions under which 
concessionaires shall operate at racing facilities under the jurisdiction of any the 
commission and to retain all moneys (except for the commission’s permit fee as 
aforesaid) which any concessionaire is willing to pay for the privilege of 
conducting business at such racing facilities." 


Section 21. Review of Applications for Permits. Section 11-65-25, Code of 


Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
"$11-65-25. Review of applications for permits. 


A commission shall promptly consider any application for a permit submitted 
to it and shall issue or deny such permit based on the information in the applica- 
tion and all other information before it, including the results of any investigation it 
deems appropriate. If an application for a permit is approved, the commission 
approving such application shall issue a permit which shail be valid for one year 

and shall contain such information as sweh the commission deems appropriate. 


Sueh-permit-shatt be-vatid-for-one-year= 


A commission shall deny any such application and refuse to issue a permit, 
which denial shall be final unless an appeal is taken under the provisions of this 
chapter, if it finds that the issuance of such permit to the applicant therefor would 
not be in the interest of the applicant, the people of the sponsoring municipality or 
the integrity or reputation of the horse racing industry or the greyhound racing 
industry in the sponsoring municipality, or that the applicant: 


(1) Has knowingly made a false statement of a material fact in the applica- 
tion or has deliberately failed to disclose any information called for by the 
application; 


(2) Is or has been guilty of any corrupt or fraudulent practice or conduct in 
connection with any horse racing or greyhound racing activity in the state or 
any other state; 


(3) Has failed to comply with the provisions of this chapter or the reason- 
able rules and regulations of the commission; 


(4) Has had a permit to engage in an activity related to horse racing or 
greyhound racing denied for just cause, suspended or revoked in any other 
state, and such denial, suspension or revocation is still in effect; or 


(5) Is unqualified to perform the duties required for the permit sought. 


No commission shall have the right to delay or deny the issuance of a permit 
for any reason other than findings made pursuant to this section concerning the 
integrity, suitability or other relevant qualifications of the person applying for 
such permit. No commission shall use its power to withhold any permit as a 
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means of obtaining concessions from _an operator with respect to any matter under 
the jurisdiction of a commission that may be the subject of disagreement or contro- 
versy between the commission and such operator, including, without limitation, 
scheduling of racing programs, dissatisfaction with any contract of such operator 
submitted for the commission’s approval, or access to confidential information 
concerning such operator that is not required to be disclosed. If any permit is 
neither granted by the commission, nor expressly denied by the commission on the 
basis of findings made in accordance with this section 11-65-25, nor the applica- 

tion therefor withdrawn by the person seeking such permit, in any such case 


permit to the person applying hareioes orovided, however, that ant permit issued 
pursuant to such deemed approval shall be subject to suspension or revocation by 
the commission pursuant to section 11-65-26 on the basis of facts or information 
subsequently coming to the attention of the commission that were not available to 
it_at the time of such deemed approval." 


Section 22. Licenses Required for Stewards and Judges of Races; Appoint- 
ment of Stewards and Judges. Section 11-65-27, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-27. Licenses required for stewards and judges of races; appointment of 
stewards and judges for-race-meetings. 


Any person desiring to act as a oe for ee horse race meeting 
conducted erator li by aco ‘sion pursuant to this 
chapter must obtain a steward’s license team tre such eoiniitastons heving-jurisdic- 
tion-ever-such_race-meeting. Likewise, any person desiring to_act as a judge for 
any greyhound race conducted by a greyhound racing operator licensed by a 
commission pursuant to this chapter must obtain a judge’s license from such 
commission. Each commission shall require each applicant for a steward’s license 

or_a_judge’s license, as the case may be, to pass one or more examinations on 
matters relating to the duties of stewards or judges. Such examinations shall be 
prepared and administered in accordance with rules and regulations to be adopted 
by eaeh the commission. Any The commission may establish other requirements, in 
addition to successful completion of such examinations, which must be met by any 
applicant in order to obtain a steward’s license or _a judge’s license, as the case 
may be, including, without limitation, payment of reasonable license fees. Any 
steward’s license or judge’s license issued by a commission pursuant to this chap- 
ter shall have a term not exceeding two years, provided that the term of any such 
license may be extended or renewed at the option of the appropriate commission. 


Three licensed stewards shall be appointed to supervise each program of 
horse racing race-meeting conducted by a horse racing operator licensed pursuant 
to this chapter. Two of such stewards shall be appointed by the commission 
governing—such—race-meeting licensing such operator and one shall be appointed 
by the such operator eonducting-sueh-race-meetinrg. Such stewards shall exercise 
such powers and perform such duties at-each-race—meeting for each program of 
horse racing as may be prescribed by the rules and regulations of the geverning 
licensing commission. The horse racing operator shall pay the wages and other 
employment costs of the steward whom it shall appoint, and the commission shall 
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pay the wages and other employment costs of the two stewards whom it shall 
appoint.

Section 23. Pari-mutuel Wagering. Section 11-65-28, Code of Alabama 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§$11-65-28. Pari-mutuel wagering. 


(a) Pari-mutuel wagering conducted by an operator shall be conducted in 
accordance with the provisions of this section. An operator shall provide a place 
or places at the racetraek racing facility operated by it at which such operator 
shall conduct a pari-mutuel system of wagering by its patrons on the results of 
horse races or greyhound races, as the case may be, held at such racing facility. 
racetraek. Such place or places shall be provided with the electronic or mechani- 
cal equipment necessary to issue pari-mutuel tickets, as well as the electronic or 
mechanical equipment necessary to record the wagering, compute the odds, and 
determine the awards to winning bettors, all in an accurate and speedy manner. 
All such equipment shall be approved by the commission licensing such operator 
before being used, but such commission shall not require the installation of any 
particular make of such equipment. 


(b) Subject to the provisions of subsection (c) of this section 11-65-28, a horse

(1) In the case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select 
one horse, there shall be deducted an amount equal to 17 percent of the total 
amount wagered with respect to that pool plus the breakage applicable to the 
winning bets for that pool; 


(2) In the case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select 
two horses, there shall be deducted an amount equal to 21 percent of the total 
amount wagered with respect to that pool plus the breakage applicable to the 
winning bets for that pool; and 


(3) In the case of any pari-mutuel pool where the bettor is required to select 
three or more horses, there shall be deducted an amount equal to 23 percent of

be deemed to be unclaimed, uncashed, or abandoned unless it shall not be 
presented for payment within sia months from the date of the running of the race 
to which such pari-mutuel ticket pertains. 


(c) During any period in which an a horse racing operator shall be required 
to pay the state horse wagering fee, such operator shall have the right to increase 
the "take out" deduction permitted by subsection (b) of this section 11-65-28 the 
next-preceding_paragraph by any amount up to one percent of the total amount 


wagered with respect to any pari-mutuel pool griginated for horse races, any 
provisions of this chapter or any other law to the contrary notwithstanding. It is 


hereby expressly declared that this right is conferred upon each horse racing 
operator licensed by a commission for the purpose of enabling such operator to 
generate all or part of the moncy necessary to pay the state horse wagering fee, 
and any increase in the amount deducted by an operator from any pari-mutuel 
pools pursuant to the exercise of such right shall not be made the basis of any 
increase in the state horse wagering fee, the commission horse wagering fee or 
any other taxes, fees or commissions payable by such operator. No increase in the

(e) A commission shall adopt and maintain rules and regulations for each

commission in book or pamphlet form for general distribution to all interested 
persons. Under the pari-mutuel system of wagering hereby authorized, an opera- 
tor shall be permitted to provide separate pools for bets to win, place, and show, 
as well as separate pools for more complex wagers involving such combinations of 
races and such combinations of the outcomes of races as shall be approved by the 
commission licensing such operator. Each pool (less the amount that the operator 
is permitted to retain as the "takeout" pursuant to the provisions of this section) 
shall be distributed separately to the winners thereof in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the governing commission for that kind of pari-mutuel pool. If 
there is no ticket bet on the winning horse or greyhound or combination of horses 
or greyhounds, as the case may be, for any pari-mutuel pool, the portion of the 
pool which would have been distributed to any winners thereof shall be distributed 
to the holders of the tickets for such pool in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the governing commission for that kind of pari-mutuel pool." 


Section 24. State Horse Wagering Fee. Section 11-65-29, Code of Alabama 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“§ 11-65-29. State horse wagering fee. 


No license tax, fee or equivalent charge shall be levied by the state against 
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horse racing or pari-mutuel wagering thereon licensed and regulated by a 
commission during a period beginning with April 5, 1984, and continuing until the 
fifth anniversary of the date on which racing events shall first be conducted under 
the jurisdiction of such commission. Beginning with such fifth anniversary of the 
date on which racing events shall first be conducted under the jurisdiction of a 
commission, and continuing thereafter for so long as such commission shall contin- 
ue in existence, each horse racing operator licensed by such commission shall pay 
to the department of revenue of the state (or such other department or agency of 
the state as may be provided by law) a state horse wagering fee in an amount 
equal to one percent of the horse racing handle of such operator. The state horse 
wagering fee shall be paid in installments referable to the calendar months during 
which racing events shall be conducted by an a_horse racing operator, and the 
installment referable to any calendar month shall be an amount equal to one 
percent of the horse racing handle of such operator for such calendar month and 
shall be paid to the department of revenue of the state (or such other department 
or agency of the state as may be provided by law) prior to the end of the next 
succeeding calendar month. The department of revenue of the state (or other 
collecting department or agency of the state) is hereby authorized to promulgate 
and enforce such rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
chapter, as shall be reasonably necessary for the determination and collection of 
the state horse wagering fee. The department of revenue of the state (or other 
collecting department or agency of the state) may require a bond with surety 
acceptable to it in an amount determined by it to be sufficient to cover the 
maximum liability for the state horse wagering fee that may at any time be 
incurred by an operator. All installments of the state horse wagering fee collected 
by the department of revenue shall be deposited in the state treasury to the credit 
of the state general fund. 


The legislature hereby finds and determines that the state horse wagering fee 
authorized by this chapter is the maximum license fee or equivalent tax or charge 
which can be levied by the state against horse racing or pari-mutuel wagering 
thereon without impairing the economic viability of horse racing and lessening its 
contribution to increased employment and tourism in the state. No state racing 
commission shall have the power to increase the state horse wagering fee above 
the limits provided in this chapter, to impose the state horse wagering fee for any 
period not herein authorized, or to levy or impose any additional license fee or 
equivalent tax or charge against horse racing or pari-mutuel wagering thereon 
conducted under the provisions of this chapter." 


Section 25. Commission Wagering Fees. Section 11-65-30, Code of Alabama 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“$11-65-30. Commission wagering fees. 


(a) Kach horse racing operator shall pay to the treasurer of the commission 
licensing such operator a commission horse wagering fee for each calendar year 
during which it conducts any horse racing events. ‘Fhe amount of the commission 
horse wagering fee for an operator for a given calendar year shall be equal to the 
sum of (i) two percent of the horse racing handle of such operator for such 
calendar year to the extent that such handle does not exceed $150,000,000.00 and 
(ii) four percent of the portion of the horse racing handle of such operator for 
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such calendar year that exceeds $150,000,000.00. Each operator shall make 
payment of its commission horse wagering fee for each calendar year to the 
treasurer of the licensing commission in monthly installments. For each calendar 
year, the monthly installment referable to any month (other than the month during 
which the final racing event for such calendar year shall be conducted) shall be 
equal to two percent of the horse racing handle for such month. The monthly 
installment referable to the month during which the final racing event for any 
such calendar year shall be conducted shall be equal to the sum of (i) two percent 
of the horse racing handle for such month and (ii) two percent of the portion of 
the aggregate horse racing handle for such calendar year in excess of 
$150,000,000.00. The installment of the commission horse wagering fee referable 
to any calendar month shall be paid to the treasurer of the appropriate 
commission prior to the end of the next succeeding calendar month. 


(b) If at any time during a calendar year the aggregate horse racing handle 
of an operator for such calendar year exceeds $150,000,000.00, then such opera- 
tor shall, in order to assure the availability of the moneys required to pay the final 
installment of its commission horse wagering fee for such calendar year, set aside 
and invest moneys in an amount equal to two percent of the portion of such aggre- 
gate horse racing handle in excess of $150,000,000.00 in investments of the kind 
in which the funds of a commission are permitted by section 11-65-9 hereof to be 
invested by its treasurer. Any such investments acquired by an operator shall be 
held by it in trust for the benefit of the commission licensing such operator in 
order to secure the payment of the commission horse wagering fee, but the opera- 
tor shall be entitled to any interest earned from such investments until the due 
date of the final installment of the commission horse wagering fee for such 
calendar year. 


c) Each greyhound operator shall pay to the treasurer of the commission 


licensing such operator a commission greyhound wagering fee for each calendar 
year during which it conducts any greyhound racing events. The amount of the 
commission greyhound wagering fee for a greyhound racing operator for_a given 
calendar year shall be determined as follows: 


1) For th ri innin ith th mmencement of greyhound racin 
by such rator pursuan li ran h mmission an in 
ten_years after the end of the calendar year in which such greyhound racing 
first commences, the amount of the commission greyhound wagering fee in each 
calendar year shall be equal to the sum of (i) two percent of the greyhound 


racing handle of such operator for such calendar year to the extent that such 
handle does not exceed $150,000,000.00 and (ii) four percent of the portion of 
the greyhound racing handle of such operator for such calendar year that 
exceeds $150,000,000.00; and 


(2) For the period beginning ten years after the end of the calendar year in 
which such operator first commences greyhound racing pursuant to a license 
granted by the commission and continuing with each calendar year thereafter, 
the amount of the commission greyhound wagering fee in each calendar year 
shall be equal to the sum of (i) two percent of the greyhound racing handle of 


such operator for such calendar year to the extent that such handle does not 
exceed $150,000,000.00, (ii) six percent of th rtion of the greyhound racin 
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handle of such operator for such calendar year that exceeds $150,000,000 but 
does not exceed $300,000,000.00 and (iii) four percent of the portion of the

Section 26. Commission Greyhound Racing Days. Chapter 65, Title 11, 
Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended by adding thereto the following new 
section 11-65-30A: 


"§11-65-30A. Commission greyhound racing days.

(4) the rent, calculated as a percentage of the greyhound racing hand] 
which the greyhound racing operator may be obligated to pay any owner or 
lessee of the racing facility with respect to such commission racing day, it being 
expressly provided that the operator shall not absorb such rent in determining 
the gross profit and that it will be deducted from the operating revenues in 
calculating gross profit unless the operator’s obligation for such rent on such 
commission day is waived or released by the party having the power to do so. 


Any horse racing operator conducting a commission racing day shall remit the 
gross profits of such day to the treasurer of the commission prior to the end of the 
month next succeeding that month in which the commission racing day occurs. 
Such payment shall be accompanied by supporting financial information showing 
the calculation of the gross profits, including revenues and allowable costs by 
appropriate category. 


(c) All revenues derived by a commission from _a commission racing day, 
including both the gross profits and the commission greyhound wagering fee 
referable to such day, shall, in the discretion of the commission, be included in the 
net_commission revenues and disbursed in accordance with the provisions of 
section 11-65-36 or, alternatively, sequestered in a separate fund, against which no 
charge shall be allowed for any part of the commission’s operating expenses, and 
disbursed to one or more public or governmental entities or nonsectarian charita- 
ble organizations (i.e., organizations described in section 501(c)(3) of the Internal 
Revenue Code of 1986) that were identified as beneficiaries of such revenues prior 
to the date of such commission racing day. The commission shall adopt appropri- 
ate rules and regulations for evaluating and selecting public entities or charitable 
organizations to be beneficiaries of commission racing days." 


Section 27. Purses for Horse Races and Greyhound Races. Section 11-65-31, 


Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-31. Purses for horse races and greyhound races. 


From the moneys deposited in pari-mutuel pools for horse races which are 
ee constitute the takeout" deducted 
by_a horse racing operator pursuant to section 11-65-28(b), each horse racing 
operator shall apply an amount equal to seven percent of its total horse racing 
handle to provide purse moneys for horse races conducted by such operator. Prior 
to the commencement of any race meeting, the horse racing operator conducting 
such meeting shall estimate the amount of its horse racing handle to be derived 
from such meeting. Based upon such estimate, the horse racing operator shall 
adopt a schedule providing for a reasonable allocation of purse moneys over the 
period of the anticipated race meeting. Any such schedule may be amended from 
time to time during the course of a race meeting if it becomes apparent that the 
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operator’s actual horse racing handle for such race meeting will not match its 
original estimate. 


Each horse racing operator shall provide the commission licensing such 
operator with periodic reports respecting the amounts applied by such operator to 
provide purse moneys for horse races. If at the close of any race meeting it is 
determined that the operator conducting such meeting failed to apply an amount 
equal to seven percent of its horse racing handle for such meeting to provide 
purse moneys, then any excess shall be deducted from, and any deficiency shall be 
added to, the amount which such operator is shall be required to provide as purse 
moneys for horse races conducted as part of its next succeeding race meeting. 


The amount of purses to be paid with respect to greyhound races conducted 
by any greyhound racing operator shall be determined by such operator through 
negotiation with the kennel owners providing the greyhounds for such races. 
Nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed to require, or to permit the 
commission by regulation or order to require, any minimum level of purses for 
greyhound racing, whether based on a percentage of the greyhound racing handle 
or any other benchmark, or to limit, or to permit the commission by regulation or 
order to limit, the amount that a greyhound racing operator may agree to pay for 
such purposes." 


Section 28. Televised Simulcast Programming of Racing Events. Section 
11-65-32, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-32. Felevision-or-radio transmission Televised simulcast programming of 
racing events. 


(a) Each A commission shall have the power to adopt rules and regulations 
specifying the conditions under which an operator, as part of its licensed activily, 
may Cause tefevision-or-radie-coverage televised simulcast programming of racing 
events, including both horse racing and greyhound racing, held at racetracks 
located outside the sponsoring municipality, including racetracks located in_the 
state_and in other states, state-meay to be transmitted for public viewing to a 
racetrack racing facilitytes within the sponsoring municipality which are is under 
the jurisdiction of such commission and there made the object of pari-mutuel 
wagering. Subject to such exceptions as a commission may approve by rule or 
regulation in) order to satisfy applicable requirements of federal law, all 
pari-mutuel wagering with respect to such racing events that are the subject of 
television: or -radio-coverage televised simulcast programming shall be subject to 
the provisions of this chapter_and the rules and regulations of such commission 
governing pari-mutuel wagering on live racing events conducted at racing 
facilities racetracks under the jurisdiction of such commission, including the 
provisions of sections 11-65-28, 11-65-29 and 11-65-30 hereof. A commission shall 
be _ entitled to no revenues from the televised simulcast. programming of racing 
events other than (i) the commission horse wagering fee due with respect to that 
part of the horse racing handle wagered on televised horse racing events by 
bettors placing their bets at a racing facility in the commission municipal jurisdic- 
tion and (ii) the commission greyhound wagering fee due with respect to that part 
of the greyhound wagering handle wagered on televised greyhound racing events 
by bettors placing their bets at a racing facility in the commission municipal 
jurisdiction. 
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(b) If permitted by federal law and made_ possible by contractual 
arrangements with the operator of the racetrack that originates the simulcast 
programming, a horse racing operator may conduct _pari-mutuel wagering on 
horse racing events televised from other locations. In such case the pari-mutuel 
pools for such wagering may be limited to bets made by bettors placing their bets 
at_ the racing facility in the commission municipal jurisdiction or, alternatively, 
such pari-mutuel pools may include bets made by bettors placing their bets at the 
racetrack which conducts the televised horse racing events, as well as bets made 

by bettors placing their bets at one or more locations outside the sponsoring 
municipality and in the state or in other states; provided that to the extent bettors

In such case the pari- 
mutuel pools for such wagering may be_ limited to bets made by bettors placing

Section 29. Racetrack Admission Fee. Section 11-65-33, Code of Alabama 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-33. Racetrack admission fee- 


The governing body of a sponsoring municipality may by ordinance impose a 
fee on an operator licensed hereunder -to-conduct-a-_race—meeting of under this 
chapter to conduct either horse racing or greyhound racing in an amount equal to 
$.25 on the-admission-ef each person paying for admission to any daily perfor- 
mance of horse racing or greyhound racing. The operator may collect such the 
amount of such fee from the ticket purchaser in addition to the amount charged 
for the ticket of admission. on-each -day-of-such-meeting, except these p Persons 
holding valid permits issued by a commission whg are under-this-chapter—and 
actually employed at a racing facility under the jurisdiction of such commission 
and spectators holding complimentary passes issued by an operator shall be 
exempt from the admission fee authorized by this section. sueh—track—in—the

Section 30. Horse Breeding Fund. Section 11-65-34, Code of Alabama 1975, 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§ 11-65-34. Horse Bbreeding fund. 


Each commission shall establish a special fund to promote the breeding, 
raising and racing of theroughbred—and-standardbred horses in the state, which 
shall be known as "tThe [name of the 
sponsoring municipality] rRacing eCommission bBreeding and dDevelopment 
fFund." Each horse racing operator shall pay to its licensing commission a breed- 
ing fund fee for each month during which it conducts any horse racing events. For 
each horse racing operator, the breeding fund fee for any month shall be an 
amount equal to one-half of one percent [or, in the case of any such fee referable 
to any month during the period of three years immediately following such 
operator’s receipt of an operator’s license, one-quarter of one percent} of the horse 
racing handle for such operator for such month. The breeding fund fee payable by 
an a horse racing operator for a given month shall be paid to the treasurer of the 
commission licensing geverning such operator before the end of the succeeding 
month. All breeding fund fees received by a commission shall be deposited into its 
breeding fund. 


Twenty percent of the aggregate amount of breeding fund fees received by 
each commission in each calendar year shall be set aside for distribution to the 
schools of veterinary medicine of Auburn University and Tuskegee Institute. Each 
commission shall distribute the moneys so set aside on such schedule as shail be 
administratively reasonable and convenient, but in any event all such moneys 
referable to the breeding fund fees received in any calendar year shall be 
distributed not later than 60 days after the end of such calendar year. Each 
commission shall divide the 20 percent of the breeding fund fees required to be set 
aside for the schools of veterinary medicine at Auburn University and Tuskegee 
Institute between such schools in an equitable manner, taking into account the 
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number of students served by each school, the financial needs of each school to 
maintain accepted academic standards, the nature and quality of equine research 
conducted at each such school and such other factors as such commission shall 
deem relevant in the circumstances; provided, however, that neither of such 
schools of veterinary medicine shall receive less than 25 percent of the total 
amount required to be set aside by the provisions of this paragraph in any 
calendar year. All moneys distributed to the schools of veterinary medicine at 
Auburn University or Tuskegee Institute pursuant to this paragraph shall be used 
exclusively for supportive research on the health and diseases of the horse. 


Each commission shall adopt rules and regulations governing the mainte- 
nance and administration of its breeding fund and the disbursement of the moneys 
deposited therein, provided that such moneys may be used only for the purposes 
specified in the next preceding paragraph of this section and for the following 
additional purposes: 


(1) To provide awards to breeders and owners of Alabama-bred 


thoroughbred_-or-standardbred horses finishing first, second, third or fourth in 


pari-mutuel races run in the state; 


(2) To provide awards to stallion owners whose Alabama stallions have 


sired Alabama-bred thoreughbred—or—standardbred horses finishing first, 


second, third or fourth in pari-mutuel races run in the state; 


(3) To provide purse moneys for races conducted exclusively for 


Alabama-bred thoreughbred—or—standardbred horses under conditions which 


have been approved by such commission; 


(4) To advance and promote the breeding and raising of thereughbred-atrd 
standardbred horses in the state by the publication and dissemination of infor- 
mation relating thereto; 


(5) To promote equine research through grants to universities within the 
state; and 


(6) To provide for the administration and management of such breeding 
fund. 


Nothing contained in this chapter shall be construed to obligate any grey- 


hound racing operator to pay any amount referable to the greyhound racing 
handle as a breeding fund fee." 


Section 31. Concerning Certain Taxes. 
1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-35. Concerning certain taxes. Kxemption—of_pari-mutuel-wagering_from 
certain taxes: 


Section 11-65-35, Code of Alabama 


The state horse wagering fee, the commission horse wagering fee and any 
other fees or taxes imposed by this chapter on-pari-mutuetwagerirg shall consti- 
tute ben teu-of all license, privilege and excise taxes that may be imposed on 
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horse racing and pari-mutue! wagering thereon conducted. pursyant to this 
chapter, and no other license or excise tax may be Imposed on such activities by 
the state or any county, municipality or other political subdivision thereof.; 
provided,—however,that_this—section The state dog racing privilege tax, the 
commission greyhound wagering fee and any other fees or taxes s_ imposed by this 


chapter shall constitute all license, privilege and excise taxes that may be imposed 


on_greyhound racing and_pari-mutuel_ wagering thereon conducted pursuant to 
this chapter, and no other license, privilege or excise tax may be imposed on such 
activities by the state or any county, municipality or other political subdivision 
thereof. Nothing in this chapter, however, shall net be construed to confer any 
exemption with respect to any uniform taxes levied generally on property, income 
or business activity, including, without limitation, (1) income taxes levied by the 
state, (2) occupational taxes levied on wages by a sponsoring municipality or host 
county, (3) ad valorem taxes levied on any racing facility at the same rates as are 
applicable to other commercial property having comparable market value, and (4) 
state and local sales taxes on merchandise sould by operators or their 
concessionaires at racing events." 


Section 32. Application of Net Commission Revenues. Section 11-65-36, Code 
of Alabama 1975, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"§11-65-36. Application of net commission revenues. 


All commission horse wagering fees,commission greyhound wagering fees 


and other fees, commissions and moneys, including fines and forfeitures, to which 
a commission shall be entitled under the provisions of this chapter shall be paid to 
the treasurer of such commission and shall be deposited by said treasurer to the 
account of such commission. Except for the gross profits of any commission racing 
day and the commission greyhound wagering fee referable to greyhound racing on 


organizations Saneiaat to section 11-65-30A(0, Aall such moneys to_which a 
commission shall be entitled that remaining after (i) the payment of all expenses 
incurred in the administration of this chapter, including (without limitation 
thereto) the payment of the salaries and expenses of the members and employees 
of such commission and (ii) the deposit into the breeding fund of all amounts 
required by section 11-65-34 hereof to be deposited therein shall be allocated and 
paid not less frequently than once each calendar year as follows: 


(1) Eighteen percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated to 
the sponsoring municipality, subject to the condition that five percent of the 
amount so allocated shall be contributed to the general employees’ pension fund 
of the sponsoring municipality for the purpose of providing cost-of-living 
increases in pension benefits; 


(2) Ten percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated in total to 
the county or counties in which the sponsoring municipality or any part thereof 
shall be located, subject to the conditions that 


a. If the sponsoring municipality is located in more than one county, 
the portion of the said 10 percent of net commission revenues allocated to 
each such county shall be determined in proportion to the population of

most recent federal decennial census, 


b. One-half of the amount of net commission revenues allocated to any 
county shall be used for countywide purposes (including both incorporated 
and unincorporated areas) in such manner as shall be determined by the 
governing body of such county, and

county shall be used to defray the cost of governmental operations 
conducted in the unincorporated parts of such county or shall otherwise be 
used for the exclusive benefit of the unincorporated parts of such county 
in such manner as shall be determined by the governing body thereof; 


(3) If the board of trustees of the University of Alabama operates a college, 


graduate school, extension center or other educational facility located in any 
county in which the sponsoring municipality or any part thereof shall be 
located, nine percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated to the 
board of trustees of the University of Alabama, subject to the conditions that 


a. Such amount shall be used exclusively in the county or counties in 
which the sponsoring municipality or any part thereof shall be located; 


b. One-twelfth of the amount of net commission revenues allocated to 
the board of trustees of the University of Alabama shall be used for the 
support of any programs operated for the correction or treatment of 
learning disorders of any kind or research into the causes of such 
disorders, and if no such programs are operated by the board of trustees 
of the University of Alabama in the county or counties in which the spon- 
soring municipality or any part thereof shall be located, such portion of 
the net commission revenues shall be used in such county or counties for 
such other purposes or programs as may be determined by said board of 
trustees, and 


c. One-twelfth of the amount of net commission revenues allocated to 
the board of trustees of the University of Alabama shall be used for the 
support of any programs or laboratories operated for research in virology,

(10) Five and one-half percent of the net commission revenues shall be 
allocated in total to any public fire districts or volunteer fire departments 
organized and operating in the county or counties in which the sponsoring 
municipality or any part thereof shall be located; and if there shall be more 
than one of such fire districts or volunteer fire departments, the said five and 
one-half percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated as-toHows: 
Aamong such fire districts and volunteer fire departments in proportion to the 
approximate number of single family residences and other buildings provided 
fire protection thereby, which number in the case of a public fire district shall 
be the paid membership thereof and in the case of a volunteer fire department 
shall be a census of the number of protected residences and other buildings 
confirmed by affidavit of the chief executive of such volunteer fire department.; 


(11) Two percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated in total 
to any hospitals which are owned by any county, municipality or public corpo- 
ration or authority, atd which are located in the county or counties in which 
the sponsoring municipality shall be located and which serve predominantly 
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poor_and indigent patients; and if there shall be more than one of such 
hospitals, the said two percent of the net commission revenues shall be allocated 
to such hospitals in proportion to their average. patient census during the most 
recently completed annual period selected by the commission for the purpose of 
making such allocation;

ON RULES ON ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that said committee, 
in session, has compared the following engrossed bill with the original bill and 
finds same correctly engrossed, to-wit: 


H. 366. To amend Chapter 65 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 1975, 
which relates to horse racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon in Class 1 
municipalities, for the following purposes: to make certain legislative findings 
concerning the experience of the state’s only Class 1 municipality with horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and the economic desirability of 
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authorizing greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon in a Class 1 
municipality (now defined by statute to be a city with a population of 300,000 
inhabitants or more as certified by the 1970 decennial census); to define the 
particular terms to be used in said Chapter 65 as amended by this act; to 
authorize a Class 1 municipality (the “sponsoring municipality") to incorporate a 
racing commission with power to license and regulate horse racing and _ pari- 
mutuel wagering thereon or greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon 
or both; to provide that a racing commission incorporated pursuant to said 
Chapter 65 will be subject to the jurisdiction of the state ethics commission; to 
define a host county for a racing commission as the county in which a majority of 
the residents of the sponsoring municipality reside and to provide that a racing 
commission incorporated for a sponsoring municipality will have power to license 
and regulate racing and wagering activities only in the part of such sponsoring 
municipality that is located in the host county; to provide for elections in the host 
county to authorize the incorporation of a racing commission and to determine the 
powers thereof; to amend said Chapter 65 concerning the appointment of certain 
members of a racing commission and the appointment of deputy members by 
certain members; to provide alternative arrangements for the appointment of the 
treasurer of a commission; to amend said Chapter 65 concerning the powers and 
duties of a racing commission and to impose certain limitations on such powers 
and duties respecting the confidentiality of information pertaining to a licensed 
operator and the rights of such operator to conduct its business under the 
supervision of the commission; to provide conditions relating to the award and use 
of licenses for horse racing, greyhound racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; 
to authorize retroactively and ratify the action of an existing racing commission in 
entering into a contract to grant a prospective licensee a license for greyhound 
racing and pari-mutue! wagering thereon prior to the legisiative enactment of the 
commission’s authority to grant such license; to modify the provisions of said 
Chapter 65 respecting a license to own or use a horse racing facility; to modify the 
application and review procedure for granting an operator’s license to reflect the 
additional power and duty of a commission to license and regulate greyhound 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to modify the terms of an operator’s 
license concerning its periodic review and revocation, the allowance of successive 
three year renewal terms after the initial term of 20 years, and the scheduling and 
conducting of licensed activities; to modify the ownership requirements applicable 
to holders of horse racing facility licenses and holders of operator’s licenses to 
conduct horse racing or greyhound racing; to modify the procedure of a 
commission for reviewing and granting permits for persons to work at a racing 
facility; to provide for judges for greyhound racing and to modify the appointment 
procedure for stewards for horse racing; to authorize and provide rules for the 
conduct of pari-mutuel wagering on greyhound racing events; to specify the 
minimum proportionate amounts of the deposits to pari-mutuel pools for 
greyhound racing that are to be distributed to the holders of winning pari-mutuel 
tickets; to provide for the payment of license fees for pari-mutuel wagering on 
greyhound racing by each licensed operator to the racing Commission ticensing 
such operator and to specify the methods for determining the amounts of such fees 
and the schedule on which such fees shall be payable; to provide for a greyhound 
racing Operator to hold commission racing days in each calendar year with the 
profits therefrom to go to the commission or charitable organizations designated 
by the commission; to provide that horse racing or greyhound racing events 
conducted outside the sponsoring municipality may be televised to a racing facility 
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under the jurisdiction of a commission and made the subject of pari-mutuel 
wagering for which the pari-mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their 
bets at the racing facility under the jurisdiction of a commission and bettors 
placing their bets at other locations in the state or in other states; to provide that 
horse racing or greyhound racing events conducted at a racing facility under the 
jurisdiction of a commission may be televised to other locations in the state or in 
other states and made the subject of pari-mutuel wagering for which the pari- 
mutuel pools may include both bettors placing their bets at the racing facility 
under the jurisdiction of a commission and bettors placing their bets at other 
locations to which such racing events are televised; to modify the purposes for 
which the net revenues of a racing commission remaining after the payment of its 
expenses are to be applied and to provide for the disbursement of such net 
revenues for such purposes; to modify the prohibitions of said Chapter 65 against 
certain activities so as to make such prohibitions applicable to greyhound racing 
and pari-mutuel wagering thereon; to modify the penalties for certain prohibited 
activities concerning racing and pari-mutuel wagering; in the event that a state 
racing commission shall be established at any time, to provide in such event that 
any racing commission created under said Chapter 65 and its licensees for both 
horse racing and greyhound racing shall be exempt from the jurisdiction of such 
state racing commission and from all laws providing for or relating to such state 
racing commission; to provide that the provisions of said Chapter 65 as modified 
by the act shall be severable; and to provide for such other matters as are 
necessary to authorize, regulate, license, administer and supervise both horse 
racing and pari-mutuel wagering thereon and greyhound racing and pari-mutuel 
wagering thereon in Class 1 municipalities.

this fund; to provide for a quarterly report to the Joint Highway Committee; to 
give the Highway Department responsibility for developing schedules of 
improvements to be funded; to provide for allocation and appropriation of funds 
allocated for the Alabama Economic and Developmental Highway System when all 
Alabama Economic and Developmental Highway System Projects are 100% 
funded; to provide for fund matching requirements for county and urban projects; 
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to provide for fund obligation limitations; to provide for review and approval 
procedures by the Highway Director for county and urban projects; to provide 
that MPO’s will have authority to administer cities Transportation Improvement 
Plan to be approved by the Highway Director; to provide that the Highway 
Director will prescribe project design criteria for county and urban projects; to 
provide for contracting procedures; to provide for the effective date of this Act.

Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bills 
and ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with 
amendment, and they were severally read a second time and placed on the 
Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 551. (With Amendment): To amend Section 8-17-87 of the Code of

Relating to the purchase of equipment for traffic law enforcement 
and the appropriation of funds therefore; to appropriate annually out of the Public 
Road and Bridge Fund of the State Highway Department $3,500,000 to the 
Department of Public Safety for the purchase of equipment for traffic law 
enforcement; to provide for the transfer of funds quarterly from the Public Road 
and Bridge Fund to the Department of Public Safety. 


H. 353. To provide an 18.8% increase in judicial retirement benefits 
beginning in October of 1991, for those retired district judges who assumed the 
office of district judge prior to July 30, 1979, and who retired before October 1, 
1991; to provide that the board of control of the employees’ retirement system 
shall compute the costs required and provide for payment of such amounts from 
the judicial retirement fund; to provide for an appropriation from the state 
general fund to cover the cost of the increase in benefits; to provide that this act 
shall supersede any inconsistent and conflicting laws; to provide that the increase 
shall not increase any local supplement or retirement benefits for retired district 
judges unless approved by the county commission affected; and to provide for an 
effective date.

“¢d) (f) Each employee shall attempt to schedule any compensatory leave 
day provided in lieu of a regularly scheduled holiday, subject to the approval of 
the supervisor, during the quarter that the regularly scheduled holiday occurred. 
In the event that any compensatory leave day cannot be scheduled during the 
designated quarter, then the compensatory leave day may be accumulated at the 
request of the employee for up to one year. Supervisors failing to schedule 
compensatory leave days for employees within the quarter, unless that day is 
carried forward at the request of the employee, must justify that action in writing 
to the director of state personnel and the employee shall receive pay at a rate not 
less than the employee’s usual and customary rate of pay for any compensatory 
leave day to which he may be entitled and which has not been taken." 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

Provided, however, that city, county and state offices shall remain open 
during the observance of Columbus Day. The superintendent of banks, with the 
concurrence of not less than two members of the state banking board, may 
authorize any state bank to close on National Memorial day, the last Monday in 
May, and on such other days as may be declared by the governor to be state 
holidays in honor of a special event. In the event any authorized state holiday falls 
on Friday, the superintendent of banks may authorize the Saturday following that 
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Friday to be a holiday. The superintendent may also authorize the closing of 
banks at 12:00 noon on the day prior to Christmas day, and the day prior to New 
Year’s day, if such days fall on business days. 


"(b) Of the above enumerated legal public holidays, the following shall be 
observed on the dates herein prescribed: 


(1) Robert E. Lee’s birthday - the third Monday in January. 

(2) George Washington’s birthday - the third Monday in February.

(5) Columbus day and Fraternal day - the second Monday in October.

Any state office may remain open on a state holiday 
upon written notice by the appointing authority to the state personnel board at 
least 60 days in advance of the holiday. Provided, that any state office may be 
opened in the event of an emergency and the state personnel board may grant a 
blanket approval for the openings of state offices needing to be open on holidays 
on a regular basis for essential services. Any state employee working on a state 
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holiday shall receive a day of compensatory leave or paid compensation in lieu of 
the holiday as provided herein. 


"¢d) (f) Each employee shall attempt to schedule any compensatory leave 
day provided in lieu of a regularly scheduled holiday, subject to the approval of 
the supervisor, during the quarter that the regularly scheduled holiday occurred. 
In the event that any compensatory leave day cannot be scheduled during the 
designated quarter, then the compensatory leave day may be accumulated at the 
request of the employee for up to one year. Supervisors failing to schedule 
compensatory leave days for employees within the quarter, unless the day is 
carried forward at the request of the employee, must justify that action in writing 
to the director of state personnel and the employee shall receive pay at a rate not 
less than the employee’s usual and customary rate of pay for any compensatory 
leave day to which he may be entitled and which has not been taken." 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part of the Act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part 
which remains. 


Section 3. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 


Section 4. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.

WHEREAS, that limited exemption has allowed for the establishment of 
Market Assistance Programs (MAPs) which have helped Main Street businesses 
and municipal governments obtain essential liability insurance, especially during 
the insurance crisis of 1985-86; and 


WHEREAS, the limited exemption has allowed for the cost efficient sharing 
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of data, thereby helping new and smaller businesses to compete for customers with 
established and larger insurers and, thereby, encouraging economic growth and 
employment opportunities as well as increased marketplace competition benefit- 
ting consumers; and

Conference of State Legistators (NCSL), the Council of State Governments (CSG),

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


Relating to Baldwin County; to impose excise taxes on persons, corporations, 
copartnerships, companies, agencies and associations engaged in the business of 
selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing trom storage, for any purpose 
whatever, gasoline and motor fuel and substitutes therefor in said county; to 
provide for the collection and payment of such taxes and to provide for the distri- 
bution and the use of the funds derived therefrom; to authorize the Baldwin 
County Commission to make reasonable rules and regulations for the collection of 
such taxes; to provide for the enforcement of this act and to fix the penalty for the 
violation of any provision of this act and of the rules and regulations prescribed 
by the Baldwin County Commission for the collection of said taxes; and to autho- 
rize the county commission to levy two separate one-cent motor fuel taxes in the 
future. 


BE I'l ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. For the purposes of this act, the following terms shall have the 
respective meaning ascribed by this section: 


(1) COUNTY. Baldwin County which has levied excise taxes pursuant to the 
provisions of this act. 


(2) GASOLINE. Gasoline, naphtha and other liquid motor fuels or any device 
or substitute therefor commonly used in internal combustion engines; provided, 
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that such term shall not be held to apply to those products known commercially as 
“kerosene oil," “fuel oil," or “crude oil" when used for lighting, heating or 
industrial purposes. 


(3) MOTOR FUEL. Diesel oil, tractor fuel, gas oil, distillate or liquefied gas, 
kerosene, jet fuel or any substitutes or devices therefor when sold, distributed, 
stored or withdrawn from storage in any couaty for use in the operation of any 
motor vehicle upon the highways of this state. 


(4) PERSON. Persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies, 
associations, incorporated or otherwise, singular or plural. 


(5) DISTRIBUTOR. Any person who engages in the selling of gasoline or 
motor fuel in this state by wholesale domestic trade, but shall not apply to any 
transaction of such distributor in interstate commerce. 


(6) REFINER. Any person who manufactures, distills, blends, compounds or 
mixes any one or more products in the production of gasoline or motor fuel as 
herein defined. 


(7) RETAIL DEALER. Any person herein defined as a distributor who is also 
engaged in the selling of gasoline or motor fuel in this state at any place in this 
slate in broken quantities. 


(8) SFORER. Any person who ships or causes to be shipped or receives 
gasoline or motor fuel into this state in any quantities and stores the same in any 
manner and withdraws or uses the same for any purpose. 


(9) USER. Any person who uses or consumes gasoline or motor fuel in this 
state in any manner or for any purpose; provided, that the term "user" is not to 
include any refiner who has a refinery or refineries located within the state of 
Alabama when using gasoline or motor fuel in the manufacturing or refining 
process, or any person who holds a federal permit to blend motor fuels under the 
federal taw and statutes and who pays the federal excise tax on such motor fuels 
directly to the federal government, when such person uses gasoline in this state in 
such blending process. 


Section 2. Subject to the provisions of Section 14, there is hereby imposed 
excise taxes in an amount not to exceed three cents ($.03) per gallon on persons 
selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage for any purpose 
whatever, gasoline and motor fuel within such counties and to require every 
distributor, retail dealer or storer of gasoline or motor fuel as herein defined to 
pay such excise taxes upon the selling, distributing or withdrawing from storage 
for any use, gasoline and motor fuel as herein defined in such counties; provided 
that excise taxes levied pursuant to the provisions of this act shall not be levied 
upon the sale of gasoline or motor fuel in interstate commerce, and provided 
further that if the excise tax imposed under this act upon the sale of such gasoline 
or motor fuel shall have been paid by a distributor or by retail dealer or storer, 
such payment shall be sufficient, the intention being that the taxes shall not be 
paid but once. Pursuant to the rulemaking authority of Section 7 of this act, the 
term "interstate commerce" shall have the meaning prescribed by the county 
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commission and/or the State Department of Revenue. The excise taxes imposed 
pursuant to the provisions of this act shall apply to persons, firms, corporations, 
dealers or distributors storing gasoline or motor fuel and distributing the same or 
allowing the same to be withdrawn from storage, whether such withdrawal be for 
sale or other use, provided that sellers of gasoline or motor fuel and its substitutes 
paying the taxes herein provided may pay the same computed and paid on the 
basis of their sales as hereinafter required, and storers and distributors shall 
compute and pay such taxes on the basis of their withdrawals or distributions. 
The taxes herein provided for shall be in addition tu any and all excise or other 
taxes imposed on gasoline or motor fuel or any device or substitute therefor, or on 
the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing from storage for any 
purpose, gasoline or motor fuel as herein defined; however, there shall not be 
levied any tax upon any gasoline or motor fuel as herein defined when used in 
essential governmental functions by the state of Alabama or any agency thereof, 
or county governing agencies, municipalities, any other entity as determined by 
the county governing body, to be exempted under existing state statutes and 
boards of education. Provided, further, any user exempt from the state gasoline 
or motor fuel tax is hereby exempt from the tax levied pursuant to this act. 


Section 3. On or before the 20th day of each month after this act has become 
effective, every person upon whom the excise tax is levied shall render to the 
county commission of Baldwin County on forms prescribed by such county 
commission a true and correct statement of all sales and withdrawals of gasoline 
made by him or them during the next preceding month, liable for payment of the 
excise tax imposed pursuant to the provisions of this act, and shall furnish to the 
Baldwin County Commission such additional information as the Baldwin County 
Comission may require upon blanks to be formulated and furnished by the 
Baldwin County Commission, and at the time of making such report shall pay to 
the Baldwin County Commission an amount of money equal to the excise tax 
levied under this act. The statement herein required to be made by the 
distributor, storer or retail dealer shal! be sworn to before some officer authorized 
to administer oaths, and any false statement sworn to shall constitute perjury and 
upon conviction thereupon the person so convicted shall be punished as provided 
by law for the crime of perjury. 


Section 4. All distributors, storers and retail dealers shall keep for not less 
than three years within the state of Alabama at some certain place or office such 
books, documents or papers as will clearly show the amount of sale or 
withdrawals of gasoline and motor fuel made in Baldwin County taxed under this 
act. 


Section 5. Within thirty days after any tax shall have been levied under 
authority of this act, every distributor, storer or retail dealer engaged in the sale 
or withdrawal of gasoline or motor fuel in Baldwin County shall make a report on 
blanks furnished under Section 3 hereof to the Baldwin County Commission, 
showing the place and post office address at which he is engaged in the business of 
distributor or storer or retail dealer in gasoline or motor fuel within Baldwin 
County, which information shall be entered by the Baldwin County Commission on 
a book kept for that purpose, and should such distributor, storer or retail dealer 
move his place of business from one business address to another such distributor, 
storer or retail dealer shall within thirty days thereafter notify the Baldwin 
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County Commission of such removal giving the former place and post office 
address and also the place and post office address to which his place of business 
has been removed. After the tax imposed under this act has become effective, no 
person shall become a distributor, storer or seller of gasoline or motor fuel in 
Baldwin County until he shall have made such reports to the Baldwin County 
Commission. 


Section 6. If any distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline or motor fuel 
in Baldwin County shalt fail to make the reports or any of them as required in 
any provision of this act or shall fail to comply with any regulation adopted for 
the collection of said tax by the Baldwin County Commission, within the time 
required for making such reports, or shall fail to pay the tax imposed within the 
time fixed for the payment thereof, said distributor, storer or retail dealer shall be 
guilty of a Class C misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
for each offense as otherwise provided by law. 


Section 7. It shall be the duty of the county commission of Baldwin County to 
enforce the provisions of this act upon its imposing the tax thereunder, and it shall 
have the right itself, or its members or its agents, to examine the books, reports 
and accounts of every distributor, storer or retail dealer of gasoline or motor fuel 
on which such tax has been imposed and to make any and all rules and 
regulations necessary and proper for the collection of such tax. Provided, 
however, upon resolution of the Baldwin County Commission, the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue is hereby authorized and directed to collect all taxes now or 
hereafter levied by said county under the provisions of this act. All persons, 
firms, businesses and corporations subject to and owing such taxes shall be and 
hereby are directed to pay the same over to the department and such payment 
shall be a full and complete discharge of all liability therefor to said county. The 
department is authorized to promulgate reasonable rules and regulations to Facili- 
tate the orderly and efficient collection of said taxes. The department is 
authorized to recover all costs of collecting such taxes, not to exceed 5% of the 
proceeds thereof, from such proceeds and shall pay the net amount remaining 
thereafter to said county. 


Section 8. [f any distributor, storer or retail dealer in gasoline or motor fuel 
shall fail to make monthly reports or shall fail to pay the tax imposed under 
authority of this act, the tax shall be deemed delinquent within the meaning of this 
act and there shall be added to the amount of his tax a penalty of 25%, provided, 
if in the pinion of the county commission of Baldwin County a good and sufficient 
cause or reason is shown for such delinquency, the penalty may be rescinded. The 
Baldwin County Commission shall be authorized and empowered to make returns 
for delinquent taxpayers upon such information as it may reasonably obtain and 
add to that the penalty as prescribed by this act. If any person shall be delinquent 
in the payment of any tax imposed pursuant to the provisions of this act, the 
county commission of Baldwin County shall issue execution for the collection of 
the same, directed to the Baldwin County sheriff, who shall proceed to collect the 
same in the manner now provided by law for the collection of delinquent taxes by 
the county tax collector and make return of such execution to the Baldwin County 
Commission. The tax herein authorized to be levied and the penalties herein 
provided for shall be held as a debt payable to Baldwin County by the person 
against whom the sume shall have been imposed or against whom the penalties 
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shall have accrued, and all such taxes and penalties shall be a lien upon the 
property in Baldwin County and elsewhere in this state of the person against 
whom said tax shall have been imposed and the penalties shall have accrued. 


Section 9. The acceptance of any amount paid for the excise tax imposed 
under this act shal! not preclude the collection of the amount actually due. 
However, the amount actually paid shall constitute a credit against the amount 
actually due. 


Section 10. Any distributor, storer or dealer who shall violate any provisions 
of this act or shall fail to comply with any reasonable rule or regulation 
promulgated hereunder, may be restrained, and proper prosecution instituted in 
the name of Baldwin County by the attorney general of the state of Alabama, or 
by such counsel as the county commission of Baldwin County shall direct, from 
distributing, selling, storing or withdrawing from storage any gasoline or motor 
fuel the sale or withdrawal of which is taxable until such persons shall have 
complied with the provisions of this act. 


Section If. Each agent of any railroad company, bus or truck operator or 
other transportation company or agency operating in Baldwin County shall report 
to the county commission of Baldwin County ou the first day of January, April, 
July and October of each year all shipments of gasoline or motor fuel as defined 
in this act or substitutes therefor handled by him or through the station or office at 
which he is the agent, and delivered to any person in Baldwin County during the 
preceding three months, giving the names and address of the consignor or consign- 
ee shipping and receiving said gasoline or motor fuel or substitute therefor and 
the number of gallons or pounds contained in each and every shipment. 


Section 12. ‘Phe proceeds of any tax imposed under authority of this act shall 
be paid info a special fund in the county treasury for use as provided in Section 
13. 


Section 13. Expenditures from the special fund provided for in Section 12 
shall be made exclusively for the purpose of construction, improvement and 
maintenance of public highways and bridges including administrative expenses in 
connection therewith, the retirement of securities evidencing obligations incurred 
for payment of costs of such construction, improvement and maintenance, the 
matching of federal or state funds in the construction of improved roads and 
bridges in Baldwin County in the same manner as other county funds are used to 
match federal and state funds and for payment of the costs incurred in the admin- 
istration and enforcement of this act. 


Section 14. The county commission is hereby authorized to suspend the levy 
of the tax imposed pursuant to this act in the event annual increases in the ad 
valorem tax revenue and/or the offshore severance tax revenue received by the 
county in the period from 10/1/91 to 1/1/95 exceeds the amount of revenue collect- 
ed pursuant to this act. In the event the levy of said tax is suspended, all expenses 
of taxpayer notification, unconsumed forms, and other actual and direct expenses 
of the Department of Revenue shall be paid by the county commission. 


Section 15. After January 1, 1995, the county commission is authorized to 
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levy two separate and distinct taxes each in the amount of one cent ($.01) per 
gallon on persons, corporations, copartnerships, companies, agencies and 
associations engaged in the business of selling, distributing, storing or withdrawing 
from storage, for any purpose whatever, gasoline and motor fuel and substitutes 
therefor in the county. Said tax shall parallel the state excise tax on gasoline and 
motor fucl and shail be collected in the same manner. 

Section 16. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of this act is 
declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the part

In the case of an onshore facility (other than a 
pipeline), any person owning or operating the facility, except a federal agency, 
State, municipality, commission, or political subdivision of a state, or any interstate 
body, that as owner, transfers possession and right to use the property to another 
person by lease, assignment, or permit. 


(c) Offshore facilities. In the case of an offshore facility (other than a pipe- 
line or a deepwater port licensed under the Deepwater Port Act of 1974 (33 U.S.C.

Section 3. (a) Notwithstanding any other provision of law, a person is not 
liable for removal costs or damages which result from actions taken or omitted to 
be taken in the course of rendering care, assistance, or advice consistent with the 
National Contingency Plan or as otherwise directed by the Federal On-Scene 
Coordinator or by any state official with responsibility for oil spill response. 

(b) Subsection (a) of this section does not apply:

(With Substitute): To create an educational program in this state 
called the “Telecommunications Based Educational Opportunity Program" to 
provide grants to local schoo! districts, junior colleges and four-year institutions of 
higher education and to Alabama Public Television in order to enhance education- 
al opportunities using telecommunications technology; to create a fund for the said 
program which shall be financed by a sales, use and rental tax on computer 
software; to provide for the administration of the program by the Commission on 
Telecommunications Based Education; to provide for the creation of said 
commission, and for its membership, meetings, responsibilities and powers; to 
provide for the levy, collection and distribution of the said sales, use and rental 
tax on computer software and provide definitions; to amend Sections 40-23-1, 
40-23-60 and 40-12-220 for such purposes; to provide for the video educational 
programs and grants awarded pursuant to this act; and to authorize other Iinstruc- 
tional programs on a contract basis, including state employee training programs. 


Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, and it was read a 
second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 638. To establish the Forty-first Judicial! Circuit, composed of Geneva 
County; to provide that the Thirty-third Judicial Circuit shall continue, composed 
of Dale County; to create the offices of a circuit judgeship and a district attorney 
for the Forty-first Judicial Circuit; to provide for the election of a circuit judge 
and a district attorney to fill such offices; and to provide effective dates. 


Representative Harper, Chairperson of the Standing Committee on Ways and 
Means, reported that said Committee in session had acted on the following bill and 
ordered same returned to the House with a favorable report, with substitute, and 
it was read a second time and placed on the Calendar, to-wit: 


H. 347. (With Substitute): To amend Sections 40-6-1, 40-6-3, and 40-6-4, 
Code of Alabama 1975, as amended, relating to the qualifications, compensation, 
and benefits of supernumerary tax assessors, tax collectors, revenue 
commissioners, license commissioners or other elected or appointed officials 
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charged with the assessment and/or collection of ad valorem taxes, so as to estab- 
lish the minimum age of qualification; to provide for an increase in compensation; 
to provide further for the method of determining such compensation; to provide 
for future increases in such compensation; to provide for an increase in compensa- 
tion of surviving spouses of such officials and for future increases in such 
compensation; to exempt the compensation of such officials and their surviving 
spouses trom state income tax afler 1991; and to repeal Sections 40-6-5, 40-6-7 
and 40-6-8, which relate to election to participate in the tax collectors and tax 
assessors supernumerary program.

Proposing an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, 
authorizing the tax assessors, tax collectors, revenue commissioners, license 
commissioners and other ad valorem tax officials in the various counties of this 
state to elect to participate in the state employees’ retirement system or the county 
retirement system, if available; providing for an election between the state 
employees’ retirement system and a county retirement system; prohibiting future 
officials taking office for the first time after the effective date of this amendment 
from participating in the supernumerary program provided by Title 40, Chapter 
6, Code of Alabama 1975; and providing that such officials presently participating 
in the supernumerary program may continue therein.

H. 358. (With Amendment): To amend §8-17-80 so that the definition of 
lubricating oil is expanded to also include hydraulic oil, transmission oil, and all 
other types of oil of every type; to amend §8-17-87 so that lubricating oil now only 
reads oil; to amend §8-17-91 by changing the amount of proceeds received by the 
Department of Agriculture and Industries from $175,000 per month up to 
$260,000 per month.

diseases in defining the purpose of Chapter 25; to amend §2-25-3 by substituting 
plant pests and noxious weeds for insect pests and diseases and adding plant pests 
and other articles capable of harboring plant pests or noxious weeds, and also 
allowing the commissioner to enter into cooperative agreements with other 
agencies, which said section defines the duty of the commissioner in protecting the

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To provide for the prohibition of abortions in the state except to save the life 
of the mother, or in reported cases of specified rape or incest; to provide certain 
affirmative defenses for rape and incest; to provide that the woman upon whom 
the abortion is being performed is not subject to criminal penalties; to provide 
otherwise criminal penalties for the crime of abortion; to provide certain reporting 
requirements and criminal penalties for failing to report; and to repeal Section 
13A-13-7 of the Code of Alabama 1975. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. This act may be known and shall be cited as the “Human Life 
Protection Act." 


Section 2. For purposes of this act, the following definitions shall apply: 


(1) "Abortion" means the use or prescription of any instrument, medicine, 
drug, or any other substance or device to intentionally terminate the pregnancy of 
a woman known to the defendant to be pregnant, except such use or prescription 
is not an abortion if done with the intent to save the life or preserve the health of 
an unborn child, to remove a dead unborn child, or to deliver an unborn child 
prematurely in order to preserve the health of both the mother and unborn child. 


(2) "Pregnant" or "Pregnancy" means the female reproductive condition of 
having an unborn child in the mother’s body. 


(3) "Woman" means any female person. 
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(4) "Unborn Child" means the offspring of human beings from conception 
until birth. 


(5) "Conception" means the fusion of a human spermatozoon with a human 
ovum. 


(6) "Physician" means any person licensed to practice medicine under the 
laws of the state of Alabama. 


Section 3. (a) A person commits the crime of abortion if he intentionally 
performs an abortion upon a pregnant woman, unless a physician attending the 
pregnant woman determines, in the exercise of his medical judgment, that the 
pregnant woman’s life would be endangered if the unborn child were carried to 
term. 


(b) It is an affirmative defense to this section that the defendant believed: (i) 
that the pregnancy was the result of rape as defined by Section 13A-6-61 or 
Section 13A-6-62(a)(2), Code of Alabama 1975, or was the result of incest as 
defined by Section 13A-13-3, Code of Alabama 1975, and (il) that the Incident of 
rape or incest was reported to a law enforcement agency prior to the performance 
of the abortion. 


(c) The pregnant woman shall not be criminally liable for her participation 
in her own abortion. 


(d) Abortion is a Class "C" felony. 


Section 4. (a) A report by every physician, clinic, hospital or other facility of 
each abortion performed shall be made to the State Department of Health, Bureau 
of Vital Statistics, on forms prescribed by it. The Bureau shal! create the 
necessary forms within sixty (60) days of the effective date of this act. Informa- 
tion to be included on the forms shall be: the name of the physician performing 
the abortion; the estimated gestation age of the unborn child at the time of the 
abortion; if the abortion was to save the life of the pregnant woman, then the 
diagnosed reason necessitating the abortion; and in the event of rape or incest, the 
basis of the physician’s reasonable belief that the pregnancy was the result of rape 
or incest and that it was reported prior to the abortion to a law enforcement 
agency. 


(b) The reported information shall be organized into statistical reports that 
shall be made available by the Bureau of Vital Statistics to the Legislature and for 
use by the Department of Health. Such statistical reports shall be available for 
public inspection and copying. Reports filed pursuant to Section 4. (a) shall not 
be deemed public record within the meaning of the Freedom of Information Act 
and shall remain confidential except that disclosure may be made to law enforce- 
ment officials, the Alabama State Board of Medical Examiners, and the woman 
upon whom the abortion was performed, or if deceased, her legal representative 
or next of kin. 


(c) A knowing failure to submit the report required by Section 4(a) is a Class 
"C" misdemeanor. 
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Section 5. Abortions performed on both adults and minors are subject to the 
provisions of this act. Sections 26-21-1 through 26-21-8, Code of Alabama 1975, 
are not repealed by this act, but shall not displace the requirements of this act. 


Section 6. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are hereby 
repealed and Section 13A-13-7, Code of Alabama 1975, is hereby specifically 
repealed. 


Section 7. If any provision, word, phrase or clause of this act or the applica- 
tion thereof to any person or circumstance shall be held invalid, such invalidity 
shall not affect the remaining provisions, words, phrases, clauses, or application of 
this act, which can be given effect without the invalid provision, word, phrase, 
clause, or application, and to this end the provisions, words, phrases and clauses 
of this act are declared to be severable. 


Section 8. This act shall become effective immediately upon its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a law.
